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NOTES OF THE WEEK. s 


In common with the rest of the world 
Jews are heartily rejoicing at the 
pacific termination of the negotiations 
at Portsmouth. The war inflicted untold miseries on a large section of our 
race. It sent thousands of them to the trenches of Manchuria. 


Peace. 


It drove hundreds of Jewish medical men to military service abroad— 
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and economic ruin at home. It left the families of the Jewish 


soldiers to practical starvation, while the general havoc it wrought in the 
land intensified their misery a hundred-fold. It led to the propagation of 
hideous slanders, which fastened on the Jews the responsibility for the 
campaign, and brought about riot upon riot in which Jewish lives have 
been lost, and Jewish property pillagad; and its effects have been felt even 
in this country, whither the several Russian mobilisations drove hundreds 
of Jewish reservists in the autumnand winter of 1904. The knowledce that 
these alternate slaughters and panics are now over is a source of relief 
to a people sated for centuries with these devastating horrors. The greatest 
interest of Jewry is peace. It requires peace not merely to pursue its own 
domestic concerns, the prosperity of which is inconsistent with war, but 
because only in an atmosphere of peace can the nations attain that degree 
of civilisation in which Jew-baiting and persecution are regarded as a moral 
taint and a national curse. It is not a little significant that the splendid 
statesman who has made possible the dénonwement of Portsmouth is a well- 
wisher of our people. The friend of peace is a friend of the Jews. Herein 
liesa great truth. President Roosevelt and his ideas, as well as the great 
nation over whose destinies he presides, gain new laurels and fresh influence 
from the peace victory. That, too, is all to the good of our people. The 
American President, aided by the Liberal de Witte, has conferred an 
enormous boon on the Tsar. The effect of this benefit should 
not stop short at Portsmouth. We look to it to strengthen 
the hands of Liberalism and to make itself felt throughout the 


internal economy of Russia, and not least in relation to our 
hapless Russian coreligionists. 


The question to which the 
most anxious attention will 
now be directed is what will 
be the effect of peace upon the Reform movement in general, and the Jewish 
hopes in particular ? The partial triumph of Reform was the product of the 
war. Will the progress of Liberalism be abruptly stopped, now that the 
forces which gave it birth are no more ? The victory and added prestige of 
M. Witte, as we have already remarked, should be a factor of importance in 
the opposite direction, while the return of hundreds of thousands of 
defeated, and probably discontented, soldiery, should also interfere with the 
plans of those who would like to restore the ante-bellum domestic conditions, 
But the temptation to resume the old autocracy, now that its chief source of 
danger has gone, will have to be reckoned with, and in particular 
the probability that the extension of the nascent constitution will be choked. 
It remains to |e seen whether the Reform Party, which has received an 
enormous impetus from recent events, will permit itself to be baulked of its 
desires at the eleventh hour, or whether it will have the strength success- 
fully to resist re-action. The casting of many of its leaders into prison, on 
the morrow of the promulgation of the constitution, is a taste of the temper 
of the present Russian rulers, and an irdication of what the Reformers 
may have to expect. Observers outside Russia can only conclude that if 
the Tsar forswears his more liberal professions, he will be missing the 
chief domestic lesson of the war, which taught that the bureaucracy 
is ineflicient and incompetent, and he will be laying up new clisasters for his 
long-suffering subjects. As far as the Jews are concerned the situation is 
no less anxious. The idea of obtaining liberty for them, in exchange fora 
loan, if ever it was seriously entertained, is now of no practical use, seeing 
that with the conclusion of peace Russia will probably be able to 
obtain money from other sources. Yet it is ineredible that the 
Jewish soldiers who are about to return to Russia, after many deeds of 
patriotic valour which have received the highest military commendation, 
will be. sent back like so many political outcasts to the leper 
settlement of the Pale. How would M. Witte justify such an 
act of monstrous ingratitude and injustice before the _ tribunal 
of the American people, whose goodwill he has been making such 
efforts to conciliate? The rights guaranteed to the Jews under the 
proposed Constitution are so infinitesimal that they cannot hope to exercise 
any direct influence in the Duma; and M. Aschkenasi, one of the six Jewish 
members of the (dessa municipality, has resigned his seat as a protest 
against their exiguous character. If this pretence of liberty is to remain 
side by side with the medieval barbarity known as the Pale, and the 
anti-Jewish laws, M. Witte must know that it is idle to expect to obtain 
the cordial friendship of the United States. Of this fact he has no doubt 
received convincing proof from the deputation of American Jews who waited 
upon him, as well as from the letter—not in all respects jadicious, we are 
afraid—which the Hon. Simon Wolf has addressed to him in the name of 
the Board of Delegates of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations. 
The deputation to which we have referred express hopefal views as a result 
of their conversation with the Russian plenipotentary ; while Mr. 
Isaac N. Seligman is reported to have declared his belief that ‘‘ there 
is hope for the Russian Jews.’’ We understand that M. Witte is to 
receive the Jewish deputation in New York, prior to leaving for home, 
This shows, at least, that he is taking the Jewish representations 
seriously. The sympathetic attitude of the Town Council of Kertch towards 
the victims of the recent anti-Jewish disorders—an attitude which, we 
are told, has made a deep impression on Jews all over the country—will 
convince him that in advocating a liberal policy towards our people, 
he will not be without strong support among his Christian fellow-country- 
men. The latest news is of an extension of the Pale, permitting Jews to 
reside in many places from which they were previously excluded. This is 
good and hopeful so far as it goes, but the statesmanlike course would be 
to abolish entirely all restrictions on the life and movement of Jews 
in Russia. | 


The Prospects of Reform. 


Amidst the flood of news that 
has been pouring for months 
and years from Russia we 
are told that one of the results of the Tsar’s edict of religious 
toleration has been the reversion to Judaism of many a son of 
Israel, who, to attain material success, in his early days deserted the faith 
of his fathers. Thus the story of the Marranos is repeating itself. In the 
twentieth century, as in the sixteenth and seventeenth however, 
toleration is not the sole cause of the reversion. In those days, as at 
present, the escape from the clutches of the persecutor was often the 
signal for the public acknowledgment of Judaism, and it has even been 
suggested that Maimonides, for a time, when living under the stern, 
unbending sway of the Almohades, made an outward conformity to 
Mohammedanism, only to cast it aside immediately on his departure 
from Fez, The very opposite of toleration, increased persecution, 
is also a cause for a _ reversion to Judaism. It is well-known 
that after the outbreak of the anti-Jewish movement in Russia in the early 
eighties numbers of Jews, professional men for the most part, who had 
become gradually estranged from Judaism, and whom the roof of a synagogue 
had not covered for years, suddenly returned to their ancestral ideals, and 
the synagogues of Odessa on the Fast of Ab which followed the 
pogrom, were filled with Jews who were still strangers within the 


gates. The Dreyfus ¢meute in Paris had a similar effect on the Jews 
of the Boulevards. 


Reversion to Judaism. 


Not all the Marranos of 
Russia, however, will 
take advantage of the 
Imperial ukase to revert to Judaism, for if they did so, those, not incon- 
siderablein number, who are employed in the Imperial service, would doubt- 
less be compelled to change their vocations. The Autocrat of all the Russias 
can hardly be expected as yet to tolerate a state of affairs such as that 
which existed under the rule of his august grandfather, when Jews were not 
yet excluded from the service of the Russian Government. 
Russian civil service must still wear the mask of Orthodox Christianity, 
This is done in many instances, and it has even been sugvested that the late 
M.de Giers, the famous Foreign Minister,was himself of Jewish birth, hisname 
being the Russian equivalent to the well-known Jewish designation —l!lirsch. 
Concerning him there may be doubt. There can, however, be none with 
regard to the converted Jew who annually on the occasion of his Jahrzeit 
recites the Kaddish within the precincts of the Cathedral of St. Isaac in 
Moscow. The paragraph in our last issue headed ** Reconversions to Judaism 
in Russia,’” mentions certain Seventh Day Sabbath-keepers and other 
Judaised sects, who have officially adopted the Jewish faith. ‘* Entire 
villages of such Judaised sects,’’ it continues, ‘‘ are to be found in the 
Government of Astrachan. The peasants in these villazes are embracing 
Judaism in large nambers, and many are proceeding to Palestine, where 
they hope to obtain employment as day labourers in the Jewish colonies.’ 
We presume that these are not cases of reversion, but of conversion, and 
that the example set in the opposite extremity of the territory that now 
forms the Russian Empire by the Khozars thirteen centuries ago has at 
length been followed by the natives of the Russian north. 


Modern Marranos and Khozars. 


The Trade Union Congress is shortly 
to meet again, this year at Hanley. 
Oar Labour Correspondent calls 
attention to the fact that only one 
of the Jewish unions will be represented at its meetings, although these 
bodies could have mustered at least six delegates if they had so chosen. 
This apparent aloofness seems to us to be a matter for regret. It gives to 
Jewish working men an air of lack of solidarity with their non-Jewish 
confréres, and exhibits them in the light of men who do not care for the 
interests or responsibilities of labour. Our correspondent points out 
that the disinclination to mix freely with their fellow work- 
ing men has often given rise to the charge of ‘ blacklegging’’ 
—a charge which is very much to be deplored. For some reason or other 


Jewish Working Men 
and the Trade Unions. 


Trade Unionism has not flourished among Jewish workers, although 
that obsolescent weapon of the Unions—the strike—has been far 
from unpopular with them, as experience in several countries 
shows. This fact has been frequently noticed, and _ received 
marked attention from the anti-aliens at the time of the Royal 
Commission. More intimate contact with other and non-Jewish 


unions might, however, counteract this tendency, and impart some much- 
needed stability to the ranks of the Jewish workmen. It would also create 
a welcome bond of sympathy between the Jewish and Christian pro- 
letariats, and prevent the estrangement between them, which, we are sorry 
to find, exists, according to our Labour Correspondent. Not only would the 
charge of disloyalty to the cause be obviated in this way, but there would 
be a better chance of improving the conditions of work among Jews in 
places where such improvement is needed—in itself a desirable consum- 
mation from several points of view. We hope in the future to see a more 
hearty co-operation between the Jewish and Christian wings of the great 
army of labour, a co-operation based on moderation and justice.

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Sunday last one of the ‘‘ Hebrew Christians "’ referred to was set upon and 
roughly handled by ‘‘the mob,”’ and that he is taking legal proceedings 
in the matter. But he is also desirous that moral suasion should be 
employed, and that the Jews of the neighbourhood should be shown that 
‘‘their method (not occasionally but almost universally pursued) viz.: 
the use of bodily violence and obscene and abusive language, will do 
nothing for, but much against, their religion.’’ ‘* They are open to use 
peaceful, law-abiding methods, such as we pursue,’’ adds Mr. Thomas, 
‘‘they can invite us to their synagogues and explain the ground of 
their belief. Would not that do more for Judaism than the present 
method ?'’ Weare accordingly asked to impress on the Jewish offenders 
‘*the simple lesson that Judaism will gain nothing by persecuting Chris- 
tians."’ In answer to Mr. Thomas, we can, assuming his account of what 
goes on in the district to be correct, only express our deep regret that any 
such scenes should occur, and our strong desire, which is also the desire 
of the whole commanity, that the gratuitous advertisement and spurious 
air of martyrdom which such conduct would give to conversionists should 
not be afforded. We may, however, to Mr. Thomas point out that he and 
his friends have it in their power to put an end to the troubles he describes. 
It is totally unjustifiable for Jews to assault men who invite them to a 
Conversionist service. But the missionaries should also reflect that 
in pressing their attentions upon people who are deeply devoted 
to their faith and have suffered for their beliefs, they are giving 
offence, and provoking prvtest. The Conversionist propaganda does 
not smell sweetly in the Jewish nostrils, not only on account of its 
unscrupulous methods but also by reason of its disastrous results. The 
mission meetings, to which Mr. Thomas refers, are naturally regarded as 
part of this unhappy propaganda, and those who resent them probably 
regard themselves as the persecuted rather than the persecutors. The 
letter of Mr. Thomas is in itself a conclusive proof of the mischief which 
the conversionists are doing, of the strife they are sowing in the name of 
the Prince of Peace. Unfortunately it is hopeless to expect that the 
experiences of the missionary curate of Christ Church will have any 
more effect than the re-iterated Jewish appeals, in bringing these 
missionary enterprises toa close. It is, therefore, the duty of Jews in the 
neighbourhood to bear with them rather than to indulge in useless 
recrimination. Judaism has nothing to gain from assaults on converts. 
Such assaults are a sign of weakness and not of strength, and the best way 
of meeting the solicitations of ‘‘ Hebrew Christians’’ is to pass them by 
with indifference, not to answer them with violence. In this way conver- 
sionism might possibly not be starved into defeat, but the dignity of the 
Jews and the peace of the district would be preserved. We strongly urge 
the Jews of the East End on no account to allow themselves to be betrayed 
into attacks which are wrong and foolish, and calculated to encourage 
the very things which they desire to end. , 


The annual report of 
the Guardians of the 
Whitechapel Union is 
interesting reading. It shows in a striking fashion the triviality of the 
burden which the Jewish resident casts upon the Union, and how empty 
and false was the cry of alien pauperism. From this return it would appear 
that the total number of aliens on the rates increased from (ii in the year 
1902, to 724 in 1905 and 893 last year. But it is necessary to point 
out that of those included in the first of these periods, no fewer than 447 
received out-door medical relief only, the recipients of other kinds of out- 
door relief numbering exactly one. In the following year, 526 received 
medical out-door relief, and there were no recipients of other kinds of out- 
door relief. Last year the figures were respectively 558, and 7. When one 
remembers what a paltry thing, from the monetary point of view, this out- 
door medical relief usually is, one can understand the real significance, 
or insignificance, of these figures. So far from the incursion of the foreign 
Jews submerging the district beneath a flood of pauperism, it has been 
synchronous with a development of the Poor Law system, which is, so far 
as we know, more healthy than that exhibited in any similar part of London. 
Thus, while the mean number of in-door paupers (inclusive of vagrants) 
showed, between the years 18/0 and 1904, an increase of 5:3°6 per cent. in 
England and Wales, and 96°0 per cent. in the Metropolis, in Whitechapel it 
showed an increase of 350 per cent. only. These figures are all the 
more remarkable when ‘one recollects that while the mean numbers of out- 
door paupers relieved during these years in the first two areas decreased 
only }1°S and 48°4 per cent. respectively, in Whitechapel they decreased by 
as much as S62 per cent. Taking the in-door and out-door paupers 
together, the mean numbers relieved in England and Wales showed a decrease 
of 18°S per cent., and those in the Metropolis of 16 per cent., while ip 
Whitechapel, they exhibited a decline of 54°6 per cent. In the matter of 
expenditure on in-door relief England and Wales had to bear an increase of 
{4°35 per cent. in the period 1870-1903, and London as a whole an increase 
of 159°6 per cent., while Whitechapel experienced the far smaller rise of 
76°3 per cent. Finally, in the case of out-door relief expenditure, England 
and Wales enjoyed a decrease in the same period of 19°2 per cent., London 
of J7*7 per cent., and Whitechapel of 880 per cent. or (excluding 
the cost of boarded-out children), 94°3 per cent. No fair-minded 
Englishman will contend that a district, which can compare so 
admirably as Whitechapel does in the above figures, has the right 
to raise Jeremiads over alien paupers. When one reflects on the 
amount of energy and enterprise, to say nothing of contributions to 
the rates, given to the district by the aliens or sons of aliens, one 
cannot but come to the conclusion that Whitechapel has done uncommonly 
well with its alien ‘‘ invaders.’’ 


The Jews and the Whitechapel Rates. 


The recent appointment of 
Eminent Jews in Holland. Mr. E. E. Van Raalte as 

Minister of Justice serves 
to call to mind other coreligionists who have shed lustre on the interesting 
and important Jewish community in Holland. It is something more than a 
coincidence that the only Jew who previously bad a seat in a Dutch 
Cabinet, the late Mr. Godefroi, one of the most brilliant lawyers that the 
Netherlands has produced, should also have held the portfolio of Justice. 
The famous jurist and authority on international law, Mr. Tobias Asser, is 
also a Minister, but a Minister of State without portfolio, an honour which 
was conferred upon him in recognition of his great services to his country. 
If on no other grounds, Mr. Asser’s name will go down to posterity as that 
of a member of the First Peace Conference held at the Hague at the 


instance of the Tsar. Josef Israels need but be mentioned, so world-wide 


is the reputation of the greatest of living Dateh painters. Less known 
outside Holland, but deservedly holding high rank in the medica) 
profession, is Dr. Rosenstein, who, though a German by birth, is 
through long residence a Dutchman to the backbone. Professor Rosen- 
stein holds the proud record of being the only Jew who has ever sat in the 
chair of Rector Magnificus of the ancient University of Leyden; and to 
add to his other distinctions his services have more than once been 
requisitioned as Physician Extraordinary to Queen Wilhelmina. The late 
Mr. Abraham Wertheim, the Amsterdam banker, was a pillar of finance, 
and was one of the few Jews who have been elected to the Upper House of 
Parliament. Other names could be added, particularly those of distinguished 
lawyers, but the celebrities already mentioned will suffice to show that the 
Dutch Jews of to-day easily hold their own with their fellow country- 
men of another creed and that they make the roblest use of the full 
civil and political rights which they have so long been privilege | to epj>y. 


A controversy which is occu- 
pying attention during the 
holiday season — whether 
women may attend church bareheaded—has a particular interest for 
Jews. In our own community we are accustomed to hats in syna- 
gogue and the appropriate headgear of married women, but many of us 
needed to be reminded that the Church too has its ancient customs which 
cannot be lightly set aside. Canterbury Cathedral, Crantock Church, and 
other Christian places’ of worship have lately been excluding women 
who have adopted the new fashion of going abroad unbonneted. The 
ground of this exclusion is the well-known injunction of St. Paul, in 
the llth chapter of his Kirst Epistle to the Corinthians :—‘' Every man 
praying or prophesying, having his head covered, dishonoureth his head. 
But every woman praying or prophesying with her head unveiled 
dishonoureth her head; for it is one and the same thing as if she were 
shaven. Fora man ought not to have his head veiled, forasmuch as he is 
the image and glory of God ; but the woman is the glory of the man. For 
the man is not of the woman, but the woman of the man; for neither was the 
man created for the woman, but the woman for the man ; for this cause 
ought the woman to have authority over her head.’’ Jewish custom is, of 
course, directly opposed to that of the Church. Whereas there is no 
objection to women attending synagogue with uncovered head—indeed, it is 
now quite usual for ladies to divest themselves of hats and bonnets on the 
Day of Atonement—the wearing of hats by men is de rigueur in all but the 
most radically reform synagogues of America and Germany. Indeed, 
whether in public or private prayer, the hat is invariably worn by orthodox 
Jews, who make a point, also, of covering the head while reading Hebrew ; 
while many cling to the old-fashioned custom of wearing a skull-cap at all 
times, and more particularly when sitting at meals. But it was not always so. 
In the Middle Ages, the custom obtained in France of praying, and even being 
called to the reading of the Law, bareheaded. Abraham ben Nathan of 
Lunel expresses surprise at finding that the Jews of Spain were accustomed 
to cover their heads during prayer. Still, the Jewish custom of covering 
the head is of considerable antiquity, dating back at least to Talmudical 
times. ‘The Rabbis held that no man should walk abroad four cubits 
without having his head covered, the idea being that a man should veil his 
head from the Shechinah as Moses did at the burning bush. A person 
with uncovered head was forbidden to recite the Shema or to pronounce the 
name of God. How far the Jewish law grew up in opposition to 
the Christian mode of worship, it is hard to say. It is possible that the 
Christian custom was a departure from a Jewish law. In regard to women 
the custom of covering the head obtained among Jews in another form. 
In the middle ages it came to be usual for married women to wear a wig, 
and the practice still obtains in the ghettos of Poland and Galicia. It was 
dictated by the needs of the time, and its reasons were very far removed 
from those suggested by St. Paul. Judaism does not recognise the inferiority 
of woman. It teaches that man and woman alike are created in the Divine 
image.

We published recently an 

article from the pen of the 

Rev. LD. Wasserzug, giving a 
graphic narrative of a number of Jews who, in the Middle Ages, obtained 
renowo as statesmen. Mr. Wasserzug points out in his introductory 
remarks that the Jew received an admirable early training to fit 
him for embarkation upon the stormy seas of political life, 
“The mental acuteness of the Jew was moulded by the 
dialectics of the Talmud. His lucidity, accuracy and firmness 
of grip were the fruit of the endless and apparently sterile discussions of 
the Halachot.’’ There can be no doubt that the training received in child-

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hood is responsible for the mental equipment to which Mr. Wasserzug 
refers. Dr. Danziger, in his articles on the New York Ghetto, contributed 
to our columns four years ago, described a five year old ‘‘ Cheder ” boy to 
whom he offered some coppers if he would recite the first verse of the Bible 
in He brew. 

Thereupon he started with good accentuation. fine. fluent. resonant. He forgot 
that I only asked for the first sentence: charmed by the sacred accents he was 
reciting he kept on, and I listened, entranced with beating heart. .. . 1 asked 


him to translate, and he did. Then I started a well-known Psalm in Hebrew and he 
continued the sentence. 


Added to a powerful memory the characteristic Jew possesses adaptability- 
He is a good actor. Dr. Danziger has shown how the constant trials to 
which the Jew has been subjected have made him —by nature an optimist 
and yet the victim of an endless series of tragedies—able to appreciate 
every situation and understand every emotion. He is a linguist too. The 
outcast of many lands, he acquires many tongues, and for the same reason he 
is fettered by no insular prejudices. Acquainted with varying national 
and international conditions, he has a broad outlook, and his 
prescience is developed like that of a prophet. But his cosmopolitanism 
does not diminish his national patriotism, it merely makes him the 
better guard national interests by a closer knowledge of external dangers 
likely to beset them. His lack of international prejudice enables him to 
keep the peace abroad and to devote himself to domestic concerns. 
Nevertheless he has not lost the vivid imagination that is bred of his 
Oriental mind. It is easy for him to “‘ think in continents’’ and to grasp 
the conception of empire. It is all these qualifications that prodaced 
Isaac Abarbanel and his illustrious descendant, Benjamin Disraeli. The 
twentieth century has yet to find their counterpart, but it is young. 


It is no unusual thing at this 
Jews on their Holidays. time of year for the con- 

tinental anti-Semitic press to 
declaim against the behaviour of Jews on their holidays. The opportunity of 
seeking a justilication for the attitude of anti-Semites is too good a one to 
be missed. This summer the A:vuczzei/uny has come to the fore with a 
characteristic article, entitled ‘‘The Jew on his Travels, in Watering- 
Places and Sammer Kesorts,’’ while the defence of our co-religionists 
from the Areuzzeituny’s charges is ably taken up by the /sruelitisches 
Familientlatt, of Hamburg. Having indulged in the usual bapalities 
concerning Jewish ‘‘Chutzpa,’’ our unfriendly critic fastens upon 
the fact that he saw a Jew on one of the Lake Thun steamboats 
retaining an unoccupied deck-chair, which he only grudgingly 
gave up to a delicate old gentleman; whereat two Jewish women showed 
themselves unbecomingly amused. Surprised at this behaviour, the old 
gentleman took his chair to another part of the boat, away from the neigh- 
bourhood of the Jews. As the /amili ntlatt remarks, it is monstrously 
unjust to hold Jews, as a people, responsible for the conduct of 
three of their number. “Respect for the aged is a virtue which Jews 
have been in the habit of practising for thousands of years, and if, 
in this twentieth century, a few of their number are found to be 
violating the ancient precept, it can only be because they have learnt 
bad manners from their surroundings. How true this is, anyone who is 
accustomed to cross the Channel must have realised again and again. The 
grabbing of deck chairs on crowded boats is so common as to cease to excite 
surprise. And the vast majority of offenders in this respect are certainly 
not Jews. But the Areuzzeitung’s ire is chiefly excited by the fact that 
Jews visit certain watering places in disproportionate numbers. The 
Familienblatt has an easy reply to such criticism. Considering that the 
hotels in many summer resorts are closed to Jews, is it surprising that they 
should congregate in those places which are open to them? And there 
are other reasons, our contemporary adds, why Jews should be conspicuous 
at German baths: ‘‘ It is an admitted fact that Jews are more careful 
than others about the’ -ealth, inasmuch as they attach a higher value to 
life and physicai w oeing. They frequent baths whose hygienic pro- 
perties are well recognised; while Jewish philanthropy enables their 
poorer coreligionists to adopt the same cures. At the same time, their 
residence in large cities renders an annual sojourn in some summer resort a 
greater necessity than with non-Jews, who may live in the country all the 
year round.”’ 


Leaving aside the controversies 
A Comparison and a Lesson. of the foreign Semitic and anti- 

Semitic Press, we have no 
hesitation in saying that, generally speaking, the behaviour of Jews on 
their holidays will compare not unfavourably with that of non-Jews of the 
same class. Rude manners, ostentatious bearing, showy dress, and other 
objectionable characteristics present themselves wherever people crowd 
together to enjoy themselves, but they belong to no particular denomina- 
tion. It used to be said that the Eng! hman’s behaviour abroad was 
anything but pleasing, and nowadays the KE. lishman takes up the parable 
to conplain of the loud manners of the traveiling American. At Lucerne, 
this year, the National—the leading hotel in Switzerland—has pre- 
sented a spectacle which was the reverse of edifying to persons 
of refined taste. Nothing could have exceeded the extrava- 
gance of the ladies’ toilets and the air of blatant matcrialism that 
dominated the entire establishment. The hotel was filled with Americans, 
but, as a glance at the Visitors’ List for the last week in July will show, 
there was scarcely a Jew or Jewess among them. Much the same remark 
applies to the fashionable hotels at Interlaken. There was much 
ostentation, but Jews were not responsible for it. At home it is 
customary to single out places like Margate for criticism, in forgetfulness 


| of the fact that its visitors bebave neither better nor worse than 


others who belong to the same sphere of life. But when every fair argu- 
ment has been advanced in defence of Jewish holiday-makers, the fact remains 
that we are such a conspicuous minority that we cannot be too careful how 
we comport ourselves. Theeyes of the world are upon us, and we owe it to 
the Jewish name that we should do nothing to bring it into discredit. It is 
not suflicient that our behaviour should be no worse than that of other 
people of the same class; it must be infinitely better. We must preserve a 
studied simplicity of demeanour which shall leave no loophole for criticism. 
The policy of assimilation must be understood in the sense that we assimilate 
ourselves only to that which is loftiest in our surroundings. Nor shall we 
earn the respect of our neighbours by manifesting a desire tu throw off with 
our city garb the restraints of our religion. The cricket sports which 
the Jewish visitors to Margate recently organised in aid of a locai 
hospital did credit to Jewish philanthropy. They would have reflected 
greater lustre on the Jewish name had they taken place on some other day 
than the Jewish Sabbath. Where Jews congregate in their thousands in a 
Sabbath-respecting country like England, they will largely be jadged by 
the reverence they show for their own day of rest. 


The late Dr. Jules Oppert.

Professor: Jules Oppert, the famous French Assyriologist, who is just 
recently dead, Was ocvasionally very absent-minded; and though generally 
his absence of mind had only humorous consequences, al times it might 
have led to more serious results.

At the Sunderland Synagogue last Saturday, the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Daiches. towards the close of his sermon, made the following reference to 
the death of Dr. Oppert: Have not we in presént times contmbuted our 
share towards enriching the culture of the world’ The question whether 


there are specific Jewish elements in our contmbutions may now. be 
put aside. The fact remains that we are eager.to spread light whenever 
wecan. There is scarcely a branch of science which has not been furthered 
by men of our race. Even that science which is comparatively. very young 
and the object of which is to make mankind acquainted with thoughts and 
ideas of men who lived thousands of years ago, had as one of its most 
prominent representatives a member of our race. Dr. Julius Oppert, who 
passed away in Paris this week, after having completed Ins eightieth year, 
was one of the fathers of Assyriology and one of the greatest scholars we 
have produced during the last century. He who knows what importance 
this branch of science has for Judaism will understand how important 11 
is that Jewish men should devote their life toat. Julrus Oppert has shown 
it only recently by his taking part in the “ Babel und Bibel” controversy. 
The name of Julius Oppert will live long among those of us who have an 
interest in the spiritual uplifting of our people. 


The late Dr. Oppert by his will left 1,000 francs for distribution among 
the Jewish and Christian poor of Paris.

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
BALTIMORE, AUGUST 15. 


The great event of historical importance, of which cablegrams have told 
you, I am now able to report for you with some details; for the meeting of 
the chief of the peace plenipotentiaries sent by Rassia with notable 
American Jewish citizens, bankers at that, is so fall of promise that we Jews 
look forward to the outcome with not alittle hope. The Jewish press had 
been canvassing the subject for a long while; the Jewish Daily News asked 
its readers to vote on the matter. By far the largest number wanted some 
kind of intercession, and not a few wanted that done by memorialising the 
Japanese Ministers. That seemed rank folly. The nearest approach to this 
step is a largely-circulated petition to M. Takikhara, asking that the 
political prisoners on the Island of Sakhalin should be released. Then 
Adolph Krauss, President of the Order of B'nai Brith, asked for and secured a 
preliminary interview, through the good oflices of the Russian Consul at 
Chicago, with the great De Witte, to memorialise him on behalf of the Jews. It 
did not seem to promise much, and the Jewish Comment was of opinion that the 
authors of the Kishineff petition sent through President Roosevelt to Rassia 
and declined by it, that the same B'nai Brith who set the ball rolling which 
has alienated American sympathy from Russia in this war, could scarcely 
expect a favourable hearing. And now he has gone to Portsmoath in com- 
pany with those great \merican patriots and Jews, Jacob H. Schiff, Isaac N. 
Seligman, Adolph Lewisohn, of New York City, the great bankers, and the 
Hon. Oscar Straus, twice United States Minister to Turkey. Rumour has it 
that Messrs. Straus and Schill, personal friends of the President, secured his 
good oilices in arranging this interview. A more probable statement is that 
M. G. Wilenkin, the financial attaché of the Rassian Embassy at 
Washington, had not a little to do with bringing about what seemed to 
him a most timely interview. M. Wilenkin has been in the United States 
for more than a year, and has made a most favourable impression. 
According toa correspondent in the Jewish Exponent he is a professing Jew, 
allied to the Seligman family of New York amd London, and belonging to an 
old Russian Jewish family. Witte’s lack of anti-Jewish prejadices, his well- 
known opposition to von Plehve's policy, his Jewish connections through his 
Jewish wife who because of her race has suffered social ostracism, did much 
to pave the way. It is said that he cleverly objected to a secret conference 
with bankers, as that would be an attempt to arrange a new loan to finance 
the war indemnity. This charge has frequently been made against him, and 
it. was even stated that he has been consulting the Rothschilds as much as 
he has his imperial master. Prior to the interview he said to a representa- 
tive of the Boston Post, *' Russia may have adopted some measures affecting 
the Jews, that perhaps it were better had they not been adopted.” More 
than; this, he diplomatically refused to say. The following incident of 
dealings between Jacob H. Schill and de Plehve is told at this junctare, 
which is worth repeating. Shortly before his assassination, Minister de 
Plehve began to realise the mistake of Russia's attitude, word was sent’to 
Mr. Schiff that M. de Plehve would be glad to see him, and would close his 
eyes to the fact that Mr. Schiff was a Jew. The latter's reply was character- 
istic : “ | want to be received as | am, as a Jew, and with the knowledge that 
my American passport will be honoured. | do not want any exceptions made 
in my case.”

As Chairman of the Board of Delegates 
on Civil Rights of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, | deem it wise and 
proper to call your attention to the conditi of our coreligionists in 
well aware there is no man living who has better information or a wider grasp oi the 
subject than yourself, | am also aware of the fact that with your far-seeing statesman- 
ship and keen intuition, you have for many years seen the natural trend of the restrictive 
laws of Russia as practised discriminateiy against the Jews, and therefore as a loval 
son of your great country, a faithful subject of the creat Emperor, and as a man who 
unquestionably loves his fellow-men, | am sure you will appreciate, not only the 
motives that inspired this letter, but calmly reflect on the merits, if it has any, of what 
| propose. lam thoroughly familiar with the history of Russia ; its aggregation of 
ditferent nationalities ; the fact of the Greek Church dominating as the Government 
representative. 1 am also aware of the economics, the moral, social and political 
status of your country, and am equally aware of the friendly disposition that the 
Russian Government has heretofore shown on and in behalf of the unity and 
supremacy of ‘the United States—and it is from the very fact of this feeling 
on the part of your Government that I, as a sincere and devoted American 
citizen, am most anxious to bring about a_ condition in Russia that 
will be of inestimable and _ everlasting effect, not only for the 
Government itself, but for my coreligionists. The Jews born in Russia who have been 
compelled to come to this country, either voluntarily or involuntarily, have proven and 
are proving by their splendid citizenship and great success that they are not, as men, 
different from any other human beings, but that when given a chance under equal 
conditions they prove not only their worth, but in many directions their superiority. 
Therefore, if the unnatural restraints were thrown off and the Jews of Russia given 
the same chance for life and happiness that citizens of other faiths of that country 
enjoy, | am absolutely contident that the Jewish question in Russia would cease, they 
would become absorbed and assimilated as they are in this country, and in England, 
France, Germany and Italy, and instead of being a menace they would become a 
help and strengthen every element of the nation’s prosperity. Throw the Pale open, 
let the Jew go where he will as other citizens do, and he will soon become merged, 
and in doing this the State will not violate any of the principles of humanity or the 
ethics of enlightenment; on the contrary, it will strengthen itself and win from the 
civilised world appreciation and lasting friendship. Russia at this juncture needs two 
important elements to inspire its future prosperity and happiness: Money and 
friends. The Jews of the world, as citizens of their respective countries, control 
much of the first, and would make a magnificent army of the latter. There is no use 
disguising the fact thatin the United States especially the Jews form an important 
factor in the formation of public opinion and in the control of the finances. Count 
Cassini was always lamenting, and I notice has again expressed his astonishment 
why the people of the United States were not more friendly, ignoring the well- 
admitted and well-known fact that a large number of representative and 
influential journals of the world, and the United States no less, are 
owned and controlled by Jews, that by virtue of their mercantile and 
financial standing in this country they are exarcising an all potent and 
powerful influence in the direction of not only public opinion, but of 
editorial comment. Understand me distinctly, that this power is not used to subvert 
or destroy but to resent and defend aggression on the one hand and rights on the 
other, and thus, owing to the lamentable and deplorable conditions of the Jews in 
Russia, your Government suffers a loss not only of prestige but of influence and 
friendship. Emancipate the Jews of Russia and in less than five years you will not 
only have conquered the goodwill of the whole civilised world, but you will have as a 
powerfully ally that element which up to the present moment has not only been 
unfriendly but inimical to the prosperity of your great empire. We do not hate 
Russia ; we do not wish her destruction; we have no desire to see her humiliated, but 
you must admit that “ blood is thicker than water,” and as long as the Jews of Russia 
are treated as aliens there can be no peace or concord between us. Another very 


important factor which you in your creat wisdom ignore and will appreciate is the 
fact that in giving the Jews full liberty in Russia, you prevent immigration to the 
l"nited States and thus settle once and for all a problem that confronts the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and may in the course of time become a subject of 
international contention, thus by relieving the situation you at one stroke win 
also the friendship not only of the Government but of the entire people of the 
Inited States. You will, of course, understand my stating the subject of 
immigration as being a menace, it can never be & menace if the stream 
flows naturally as it does from other countries | trust Your Excellency will give 
this letter due consideration, and be assured that | am actuated solely by motives of 
the highest consideration, not only for your own great country, for your wise and 
good Emperor, for your own well-known liberal views, but also to strengthen the ties 
of kinship between nations and nations, and to bring about that day when the 
“ Fatherhood of God andthe Brotherhood of Men " shall be the reigning and dominant 
principle of human conduct You can, if you desire, find out as to my status and 
position from his Excellency, the rresident of the United States.

The Jewish Comment (Baltimore) publishes a denial from Mr. Isaac N. 
Seligman of the report that financial aid to ltussia was discussed during the 
recent interview of the American and Jewish deputation with M. de Witte. 
“The effect in Kussia,” says that journal, “is bad, as it is believed that 
rights were sought in return for financial aid. Mr. Seligman believes that 
there is hope for the Nussian Jews, and he will make a further statement 
shortly. There is no loan contemplated by Jewish bankers.” This journal 
also states that M. Witte has acquainted his (iovernment with the stand 
taken by American Jews and by the American people generally, and as he 
has a secret sympathy with this criticism of Russia, he has probably not 
minimised the feeling against Russia. It has been arranged that M. Witte 
will again meet the deputation in New York, prior to leaving for Russia, 
and there is good reason, according to the Comment, for believing that, 
before he leaves he will make a detinite statement on the Russian attitude 
towards the Jews, and the changes contemplated in their status. 


Jottings from the United States. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
BALTIMORE, AUGUST Lo. 


The Hon: Oscar Straus has a notable article in the North American 
Review. The present United States representative at the permanent Court 
of Arbitration at the Hague reviews the historical relations of Russia with 
the United States, and demonstrates that the alleged friendly assistance 
granted by Russia to us at the time of the Civil War, when England was 
siding with the South and had released the “ Alabama” to prey on our 
commerce, is a mere matter of moonshine: that, in fact, the boot is on the 
other foot. Mr. Straus reviews the attitude of Catherine toward the 
Colonies before the Revolution of 1776, and proves his point. He brings out 
the letter of Gladstone to Henry Clews, in which the eminent statesman 
explains, with more or less success, the apparently unfriendly attitude of 
Great Britain toward us at our moment of peril in the Civil War. The New 
York Times, in a great editorial, reviews the article, and effectively answers 
the statements in the Gladstone letter. 

A matter of great interest is the despatch of Professor Jacob H. Hollander 
onaspecial diplomatic mission to Santo Domingo, at the instance of President 
Roosevelt. it will be remembered that Dr. Hollander was Treasurer of Porto 
Rico, and that the Hollander Tax Laws have effectively solved the financial 
trouble there; also that in early spring the black republic got in trouble 
with its foreign creditors, and thit this Government arranged a treaty 
to help it out. The United States Senate twice refused, and even at 
its special session declined to interfere in the matter or to 
ratify the Hay Treaty. Then Dr. Hollander was asked again 
to leave his classes in ~political economy and to make a 
study of the situation as special agent of the lresident. He went, 
and the President, in a speech at Chautauqua on national policies, says that 
this Government has saved Santo Domingo from endless trouble, from revolu- 
tions unending and from foreign creditors and nations. Just at this time 
Dr. Hollander returned from Earope, whither he had been with his family and 
that of his fiancee, Miss Theresa Hatzler; while abroad he had addressed 
your Union of Jewish Literary Societies. On his return the President 
sent for him to come to Oyster Bay (his summer residence), and there he 
took lunch and discussed his new mission. Dr. Hollander has now gone back 
to Santo Domingo; but he also goes to all the West India Islands, French, 
English and Dutch, and to Panama, to make full investigations, and after a 
report to Congress, to make recommendations for the administration of their 
finances. He goes in a first-class United States cruiser, “ Galveston,” and has 
a guard of honour at his disposal. Dr. Hollander is expected to return in 
October to take charge of his department, of which he is full Professor; the 
Johns Hopkins University cannot spare him. The most interesting part of 
the story about this young man—he has not yet reached thirty-five years— 
is that he is a thorough-going observant Jew. He reads prayers at his Reform 
Temple, Har Sinai of Baltimore, on Kippur, is director of the Hebrew Bene-

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 


A meeting under the auspices of the Order of Anci

We may point with pride to the fact that a 
large number of English delegates contributed to swell the ranks of that majority 
and among them the delegate- of vour (order llaving removed that 
obstacle from our way, it behoves now to consider the work of the future. Extreme 
vigilance is still required if the unity of purpose and activity now established is to be 
maintained. True, the members of the new Actions Committee have not given a lead 
to the delegates before dispersing. but at any rate one thing we may expect, Viz., that 
there will be unity and harmony among the members of the Actions (‘ommittee. the 
Smatler as well as the Greater, and that no step will be taken by anyone without pre 
vious consultation with his colleagues, and not without their sanction. 1 am bound to 
make this statement in view of a letter which ippeared vesterdayv in the / imes over 
the signature of Mr. Greenberg, as “Member Executive Committee Zionist Organisa- 
tion, in which he pleads for the substitution by the English Government of another 
country for the rejected East African and suggests the “ almost waste lands of the 
“inal Peninsula or in the Island of Cyprus.” Without entering into the merits of 
those countries and without as yet enquiring as to whether they come within the 
limits set by the Congress to Zionist activity, viz.. “the borderlands of Palestine only.” 
we must insist on knowing whether that letter has been written with the full know 
ledge and concurrence of the other members of the “Executive of the Zionist 
' Tranisation, oron Mr. Greenberg's own initiative and responsibility ’ A crave step 
indeed! For he proceeds in that letter to pledge the organisation by writing: “The 
scheme would have the immense advantage which must accrue from the moral and 
material active support which the Zionist organisation could render it.” 1 hope that 
this point will be brought out with sufficient clearness by speakers at the meeting, and 
that we may thus contribute to avert the no less grave danger of anarchy in the 
leadership of the movement, as we have thus far averted the grave danger of confusion 
in the principles of the movement. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that although he had read the letter, Dr. 
Gaster alone was responsible for the opinions expressed. He went on to say 
that in his opinion the last Congress was the most momentous gathering in 
the history of the movement, and the results the most important that had 
ever been attained at a similar assembly. They were bound to exercise a great 
influence on the fature of Zionism. Although a victory had been attained for 
Palestinian principles, it would be a mistake to suppose that all danger to the 
cause they had at heart—the solution of the Jewish question by a settlement 
in Palestine and Palestine only—was averted, merely because the resolutions 
were passed by significant majorities at the Congress. They could not say 
that the danger was passed when they found that leaders of Zionism were 
still speaking with some uncertainty as to the fature conduct of the move- 
ment, and as to the work which lay before their adherents. He was sorry 
that, notwithstanding the tremendous majorities that were shown to be in 
favour of Palestine only, there should be even the possibility of doubt and 
hesitation as to carrying out that policy and that policy alone. But they 
could not ignore the fact that the Jewish press had still been left in some 
measure of uncertainty as to the results of the Congress by statements 
which confused the minds of those not acquainted with the inner working of 
the movement. Those who bore the tremendous responsibility of carrying 
out the behests of Congress should not allow the smallest chance of doubt or 
uncertainty as to what was to be the future policy of the movement. They 
had seen that Mr. Zangwill, who was perfectly honest in his convictions 
(cheers), had issued his view as to what should be the immediate work of 
Jews-—not specifically Zionists—with a view to relieving the difficulties in 
which the Jewish people were placed. Mr. Zangwill, he repeated, was perfectly 
honest in his statement, but he did not think a more hare-brained scheme than 
that which Mr. Zangwill had put forward in his manifesto as 
President of his new organisation could be conceived. The scheme 
need not be seriously considered at any Zionist meeting, and he hoped the 
failare of the project would induce Mr. Zangwill to see the error of his new 
policy and come back to that old policy which he had helped so much in past 
times. He was sure they would welcome him, as Mr. Zangwill was a great 
influence for good in any movement. They had been told by a paper, which, 
though perfeetly fair in its treatment of their great movement, had always 
been consistently anti-Zionist, that the rise of territorialism was inevitable 
However that might be, he could not help 
thinking that the rise and fall of territorialism was a great boon to their 
movement, inasmuch as the conflict had been fought and decided. They 
were told by their opponents that they could not expect any immediate 
success, because they had not gone through the period of preparation 
necessary to equip their people for their ideas. But if their forefathers 

to spend forty years in the wilderness and occupy themselves 
in fitting themselves for the great future to which they were called, 
it was not too much for them to expect that. they might have to go 
through this spiritual desert and fight their intellectual conflicts 
so that they might be prepared in mind and person for the great develop- 
ment they anticipated for their people in their own land. He regarded the 
period through which they were now passing as the inevitable period of trial 
and preparation for the great result to which all the pre'iminary work was 
tending. They must not beimpatient because they had these differences of 
Opinion. They were the natural result of a greatand far-reaching movement. 
It was for their good that they went through them. He did not regard Mr. 
Zangwill’s campaiga as a matter they need be afraid of. On the contrary, it 
enabled Zionists to make up their minds to cling to Palestine as the only goal 
of all Zionists. The dreams of the Norwegians had come to pass after many years, 
and why should their dreams not come true also, fortified, as they were, by 
definite Scriptural promises? Mr. Lucien Wolf had proclaimed the 
bankruptcy of Zionism. It was not the Zionists, bat the anti-Zionists, 
who were bankrupt. Mr. Wolf had expressed a desire to know what 
assistance they expected to obtain from the British Government. The 
subject of Palestine was bound, sooner or later, to come before a European 
Conference, and they hoped the British Government would urge the claims of 
the Jews on Turkey. He trusted that no opposition would be forthcoming to 
the proposed alteration of the statutes of the Jewish Colonial Trust, which 
would bring them into line with the decisions of the Congress. English 
shareholders should not take advantage of the enforced absence of the 
Russians to oppose what the latter, in common with the. general body of 
Zionists, so ardently desired. 


Alderman J. Moser, J.P., of Bradford, moved the following resolution : 


That this Mass Meeting of Maccabiean Zionists accepts with loyalty and confidence 
the. resolution adopted by the Seventh Zionist Congress, by which all efforts are con- 
centrated on the establishment of a Home for the Jewish people in Palestine, and 


expresses its determination to work with renewed activity towards the speedy attain- 
ment of this coal. 

He urged that consolidation and consistency were imperatively required 
in the movement. He was not astonished at non-Zionists standing aloof from 
the movement, when they were not united among themselves. Inconsistency 
was one of the chief dangers with which they had to contend. He instanced 
the case of Mr. Zangwill, whom he respected as a man, but who, he 
declared, could never hold a foremost place in the Zionist 
organisation which had to fight assimilation. He stated that he had opposed 


Mr. Zangwill's nomination at the last Congress as a member of the Actions 
Committee. 


Professor Dr. ISRARL FRIEDLANDER, of New York, seconded the resolu- 
tion. He said it was not superfluous or ridiculous to urge on any platform 
that Zionism was bound up with Zion when the nation’s clearly defined 
Palestinian idea had been transferred to East Africa, and they had to fight 
over and over again the same questions which had been fought out long ago. 
When Dr. Pinsker issued his appeal for Jewish Auto-Emancipation, and when 
Herzl, who knew nothing for years of his predecessor, first expressed his 
idea of a Jewish State, neither of them thought of Palestine. Pinsker and 
Herzl, whose education was entirely free from Jewish influences, and who 
dreamed their dreams outside the Ghetto, were perfectly unacquainted 
with Jewish traditions and ideals. Pinsker and Herzl were at first terri- 
torialists, but why and how did they become Zionists ’ They became Zionists 
because they became aware--and very soon aware—of the enormous power 
which the idea of Zion had over the vast majority of the Jewish people, and 
because they were true politicians who knew the value of national senti- 
ment and tried to utilise this power for their own aims. They were con- 
vinced that the increased difliculties of confining themselves to the Jewish 
historical aim would be largely outweighed by the increased love and 
enthusiasm which would be brought to bear in attaining this goal. Thus he 
might say Pinsker and Herzl were philo-Zionists, only friends of Zion, 
but the more they came into touch with the Jewish spirit and knew 
Jewish aims they became real Zionists. Pinsker and Herzl were changed 
from territorialists into Zionists. In our days it seemed that Zionists were 
changed into territorialists. They must be careful that these retrograde 
principles were not spread in their midst. Territorialism was born of Zionism 


in the same way that vinegar was born of wine. It violated’ the 
vital principle of Zionism of which the present head of the 


territorialists had previously been the 
Zionism always claimed that it offered a final, radical and ultimate 
solution of the Jewish «uestion. The non-Zionist organisations concerned 
themselves with temporary considerations of the existing situation, and now 
the territorialists did exactly the same. Thearguments of the territorialists 
as set forth in the manifesto were entirely based on the existence of the 
Russian Pale. He could only pity a movement which drew its inspiration 
from the worst reactionary institution in Russia. Were the Pale to te 
abolished to-morrow, the whole of this so-called national movement would 
burst like a bubble. (Cheers). The Jews distinctly suffered from a lack of 
forethought, but they were richly endowed with afterthought. (Laughter). 
They easily took things up when others were beginning to forget them. He 
urged upon them the necessity of patience, and he called to their minds the 
great struggle which had been undertaken by the early Maccabivans against 
greater odds than those confronting the Zionists. They should make Zion 
the centre of their thoughts and aims and prove themselves worthy of the 
name of the Order to which they belonged—-the Ancient Maccabieans. 
(Cheers.) 


Mr. Isii-Kisuon supported the motion in a witty Yiddish speech. He 
urged the meeting to show their love for Zion in some more tangible form 
than coming to applaud speakers at public meetings and occasionally giving 
a penny-—sometinies only a farthing—to the funds. They should emulate the 
sacrifices of their great leader, who had given up everything for the cause. 
Dr. Schechter had advanced the interesting theory that the canon of the 
Bible was not yet closed. He urged them to add another glorious chapter to 
Jewish national history. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr. J. HocuMAN moved the following resolation :— 

That this meeting emphasises the necessity of securing the firm establishment of 
the National Fund and an extension of the use of Hebrew asa spoken language, and 
favours the creation of a more general interest in Zionism as a practical movement 
through the agency of Friendly Societies and similar organisations 

He said that the financial part of the movement should not depend 
entirely on voluntary contributions, but Zionists should make payments 
similar to those which they made with such commendable regularity to the 
Friendly Societies. 

Mr. GREENSTEIN seconded the resolution in Yiddish. He compared the 
movement to a penny-in-the-slot gasometer. It was only by regular payment 
that their light would shine forth and the necessary warmth of enthusiasm 
would be generated which would lead them to their goal. 

The resolution was carried by acclamation. 


A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Bentwich and the speakers, on the 
motion of Dr. M. FRIEDEBERGER, seconded by Mr. A. ENGLANDER. 
Zionist songs were sung before the meeting dispersed.

A Zionist Society In Japan. 


Die Welt prints a letter addressed to Herr Ussischkin in Ekaterinoslav 
by Herr Josef Trumpeldor, who writes from Ta-Kai-si (Japan), and signs 
himself President. The letter states :— 


After preparations extending over a long period we have at last founded a Zionist 
Society. It is a small body, consisting of only ten members, but these ten stand 
firmly by the Zionist basis. The Zionists here maintain a school, established by them, 
in which more than 100 students learn Hebrew, Russian and arithmetic. From time 
to time we arrange lectures on Zionist and other subjects. We will shortly commence 
the publication of a Zionist weekly paper, -/ewrejskaja Schisu, for the imprisoned Jews 
in Ta-Kai-si. ‘The majority of our circle is very sympathetic towards Zionism. (ur 
circle of imprisoned Russian Jews numbers 500. Concurrently: with this letter we 
are writing to New York Zionists for 100 shekel receipts. We are approaching 
Americans because they are at present nearer to us than are our Russian friends.

Harsh Treatment of Roumanian Emigrants in 


Prussia. 
Under date August 20th, a correspondent of the Berlin Jiidische Presse 
Writes from Franktort on the Main 
Yesterday evening 48 Jewish emigrants from Rowmania, who had been 
turned back at the frontier station Bingerbriick, again reached this cit) 
and were taken to the Klapperfield Prison, where they were detained until 
they were sent back to Roumania in conveyanees used only for vagrants 
A similar fate awaits 20 other Jewish emigrants. All were, in possession 
of passports which were in order, and had enough money to take them to 
Rotterdam. where they were to embark for New York. with travelling tickets 
that had been sent to them by relatives or friends in America. It is note- 
worthy that they were permitted to pass the Bavarian frontier unmolested, 
and that only on reaching Bingerbrack were they detained by the Prussian 
authorities, who treated them like ordinary criminals, because, it is said, 
they did not possess the much-spoken of 400 marks as passage money, and 
had not travelling tickets issued by the North German Lloyd and _ the 
Hamburg-American Steamship lines, which hold concessions in Prussia. 
All this may be according to law, but it is unjustifiably harsh all the same, 
and it isto be desired that the English Steamship companies—Anchor, Allan 
and Dominion—should be prevailed upon no longer to issue tickets to future 
emigrants from Roumania, so that these unfortunate persons may be spared 
similar treatment.

THE JEWISH TERRITORIAL ORGANISATION. 


Sirk,—That large section of English Hebrews who stand aloof from 
Zionism, knowing that the main force of the movement is derived from its 
being an impracticable and admittedly unrealisable scheme, cannot fairly 
raise this objection to the Jewish Territorial Organisation. This body owes 
its origin to an act of His Majesty's Government ; I imagine there exists 
no English Jew disloyal enough to suppose that the British Government 
seriously made any proposal revolutionary, visionary or fantastic. The 
action of the British Government is further a rebuke to those who consider 
the Hebrew unfitted for any experiment in self-government. Ruskin defined 
a practical solution as one going to the root of the trouble, not a compromise 
that merely postponed the settlement. In this real sense Mr. Zangwill offers 
a very practical remedy forthe Jewish question. In all countries, even where 
the Jew-point, i.¢c., the ratio of Jew to non-Jew, beyond which the Jew is 
restricted from entering, is not yet reached, the Jew is disliked and despised 
as much for the virtues and vices he possesses as for those hehasnot. Ifany 
Hebrew doubt this, he has but to conceal name and nose, as I have at times 
partially succeeded in doing, and then, like another Haroun Alraschid, by 
freely commingling with all classes, he may learn the truth. 

The manifesto of the Jewish Territorial Organisation is a brave attempt 
to solve the Jewish question by the establishment of a Hebrew peasantry 
cultivating its own soil under conditions of social equality. The Jew 
known to the world only as sweated tailor or millionaire Rand-lord, having 
once formed a valiant, self-supporting peasant class, will command such real 
respect as the world gives to the sturdy agriculturist everywhere. It is 
said that such settlements can be successful without autonomy, They have 
been already tried and have failed. Surely then in a scientific age, and 
to the countrymen of Bacon and of Mill, the experiment with a variat‘on in 
an important factor is worthy of all encouragement—the variation proposed 
being local autonomy as complete as can be obtained. Just here success 
may lie. Autonomy is moreover required in order to prevent an industrious 
people such as will be gathered together from being cheated out of the 
fruits of its labour by feudal, commercial or savage conditions of land tenure 
and government. 

It is to be hoped that His Majesty’s Government will make its offer of a 
territory in East Africa on a wider scale to the Jewish Territorial Organi- 
sation. Should it, however, be impossible to obtain suitable territory in 
Asia or Africa, | believe arrangements could be made with one of the South 
American Republics for a grant of land with partial autonomy. To your 
readers it hardly needs pointing out that the comic-opera view of these 
countries as everlastingly engaged in meaningless internecine strife and as 
hotbeds of corruption is but a vulgar misconception. Their rulers are for 
the most part singularly able and enlightened statesmen; their 
peoples intelligent and interesting. My few wanderings in some 
of the unexplored and hitherto unmapped regions of that continent 
have made me acquainted with vast fertile lands in Colombia, Ecuador, 
Bolivia and Brazil awaiting the strong-minded cultivator; lands free of 
disease, almost without savage animals, and with so small an Indian popula- 
tion that these would be deprived neither of their land nor of their means 
of subsistence by the settlement of millions of a non-persecuting white race. 
It is as true to-day as it was when Mr. Wallace pointed it out in his 
“ Naturalist on the Amazon,” over fifty years ago, that these countries will 
furnish everything for those content to make their home there. 

For the moment what is required here is a rallying to the Jewish 
Territorial Organisation, so that the President may be able to negotiate 
supported by a large section of his raze. Adherence does not involve leaving 
the sweat-shop or the money mart in quest of over-sea adventtires. It is 


to help procure a land for those who cannot or will not remain where 
they are.

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 


Sik, — Boruch Shepotranu, eestatically cried the overjoyed Zioné-Zionists 
at the Basle Congress, as they kissed and embraced each other, tears stream- 
ing down their faces The death-blow had been dealt to the East African 
and all extra-Palestinian projects, so far as the Zionist body was concerned, 
and the “ Territorialists"” had withdrawn from the Congress. Boruch 
Shepotranu ! True, the Zionist ranks only contain one-sixtieth of the 
Jewish race, and, with the new cleavage, that sixtieth was likely to become 
one-hundred-and-twentieth, but that evidently mattered little. 

May I, as a humble, insignificant member of the other fifty-nine sixtieths, 
also say Boruch Shepotranu? For now, at last, that has been done which 
should have been done two years ago. The “ Jewish Territorial Organisa- 
tion " is now an accomplished fact, and we shall have a square fight between 


the two opposite schools of thought as represented respectively by Mr. 
Lucien Wolf and Mr. Israel Zangwill. 

Reuben Brainin, the eminent Hebrew writer, tells us that. at the close 
of the second sitting of the Congress, Dr. Nordau, “ with a gloomy face and 
sad voice,” said to him, “ We have to-day sinned against posterity. Hitherto, 
what struck one as the most pathetic incident of this strange Congress, was 
Mr. Zangwill’s facing his revered friend and colleague, and with a broken 
heart hurling forth the terrible accusation “ Treachery to Israel.” But I 
doubt if anything more pathetic can be conceived than the aged and devoted 
Dr. Nordau himself helping, through lack of “ suflicient strength and 
courage,” to carry through that which to him was “a sin 2 against his people. 
The Seventh Congress is altogether a sad page in our sad history. 

However little Mr. Greenberg may relish it, Mr. Lucien \ olf expressed 
that which is plain to all straight-thinking people when he said that “ Zionism 
(by which he meant Palestinian Zionism) is in a hopelessly bankrupt state. 
No amount of sophistry or high falutin’ can disguise this fact. From the 
moment the door to Palestine was shut in poor, martyred Dr. Herzl's face, 
Palestinian Zionism as a scheme of practical politics was dead. It remained 
a holy and nobleaspiration and inspiration, as it had been these last eighteen 
hundred years. It became once more Hatikvah, the far-listant hope. And 
now what is left? Fight in Russia, says Mr. Lucien Wolf, fight with the 
Russian liberal forces for the liberation of the Russians and the Jewish 
population of Russia. Well, Sir, usus docet, as the old Latin exercise has it, 
or, to use an English colloquialism, “we have had some.’ We have sown, 
others have reaped. We trusted, and were thrust aside. The Russian 
Liberals may gain their freedom, their Jewish fellow-pioneers will be hanged 
by the authorities or slaughtered by the “indignant” populace, and we shall 
remain a laughing-stock and a bye-word. What has happened hundreds of 
times before will happen again. We want a “ legally-secured ” home. Pales- 
tine was known before Dr. Herzl. “ Legally-secured home,” “ national self- 
respect,” these are the great Herzl aspirations bequeathed to his people. 
And yet you, Sir, in your “ Notes” in last week's issue ask why Mr. Zangwill 
wants the “simulacrum ofa State”! The legally-secured home in Palestine 
is closed to us, Well, then, a legally-sscured home elsewhere, anywhere on 
the face of the earth. To put it mildly, we are not loved in any State. Herz! 
has instilled in us self-respect, that is all. 

With all my heart I rejoice at Mr. Zangwill's noble self-sacrifice in his 
decision to work, work, work, undismayed, for his people in the only 
direction to which Jewish statesmanship can, with any profit and self- 
respect, turn. To me Mr. Zangwill appears, next to Dr. Herzl, the most 
clear-sighted Jewish statesman-patriot this generation has produced. The 
work that lies before this “ Dreamer of the Ghetto” is immense, but the 
future is his. There may be an Eighth Zionist Congress in years to come. 
They will verify the credentials of their delegates, and then ?—it will die 
from sheer ennui. 

Let Mr. Zangwill continue his work. He will yet gather under his 
banner a goodly proportion of the fifty-nine sixtieths who are neither the 
indifferentists nor the traitors to their people the Zionists would make them 
out.

Sirk,—Mr. Zangwill’s manifesto gives a vivid description of the state of 
the Jew at the present time, but that is all. How he is going to improve 
this position is quite another thing. It is all very well talking about not 
excluding any land which is reasonably good and obtainable, but where is 
this land, and from whom will he get it? He cannot be thinking of Kast 
Africa, for he himself declared that “as a centre of attraction for the 
streams of Jewish immigration it is utterly inadequate.” Does Mr. Zangwill 
imagine, therefore, that the British Government will be so kind as to offer him 
other territory if this does not suit him, or can he think that if he fails with 
England another country will be found more generous? Look at the 
hopelessness of his task! Now the question again arises, to what purpose did 
he desert the “ Holy Cause?” Would he not have done infinitely better if 
he had “accepted the verdict of the majority” as Mr. Greenberg did? If 
instance Mr. Greenberg because he also was (and in fact, still is) in favour 
of East Africa. Let me not be misunderstood. Mr. Zangwill's action would 
have been quite justified if the land offered would have been remunerative, 
and then if the Congress had voted against it: but as it is, what could we 
have gained by immigrating intoa country devoid of the necessities of life ?

According to my humble opinion, however, modern Judaism needs a Synod of its 
prominent Professors and Rabbis in order to discuss all the questions. not only 
touched in this correspondence, but many others vital to its continued evist mee In 
fact, it would be the salvation of Judaism tc have such Synods in every generation. 
What a blessing it would be for our religion!” 

Please allow me to submit my humble opinion on those remarks. It is an 
opinion which I have held for many years. | also think, with Dr. Strauss, that 
as periods in time passed, some changes in our liturgy, and in other respects, 
should take place, but as a matter of course, it is only the highest 
authorities who could assume such responsibilities. Therefore, Synods, as 
referred to, should be periodically held. 

I differ from Dr. Strauss in his having written “ Professors and Rabbis.”’ 
as | would place Rabbis in the first position, because they are the most 
learned authorities of the Jewish teachings; more so than some of the 
modern professors, who seem to have loose ideas of Judaism. 1 forbear 
mentioning names, but ask, how can professors presume to dispense, 
to a considerable extent, with certain portions of the Pentateuch, 
and otherwise hold such opinions which could only tend to 
shake the foundations of Judaism’? I wish to avoid giving offence to some 
of the prominent Jewish scholars of England, more particularly 
those resident in London, and at some of the Universities, but I could 
mention some very gross and improper innovations which they have lately 
endeavoured to introduce. 

I venture to give my humble opinion that the Rev. Dr. H. Adler, Chief 
Rabbi of the British Jews, might be one of the leading spirits in endeavour- 
ing to bring about about a meeting of Synods such as Dr. Strauss refers to.

THE NAME OF GORDON, 


. Sirn,—Duriog the ante-Expulsion period, this name, in a modified form, 
was current among Jews and Christians, both as a forename and a surname. 
It occurs as Jordan or Jurdan, but never Gordon. An Elias, son of Jordan, 
was murdered in York in 1255, and an Abbe (Abraham) Jurdan had to answer 
to the authorities of York for somealleged misdemeanour in 1277. At the 
present day these names would certainly be written Gordon. 

Jordan became Gordon just as Joce in ancient records became Gotsce, 
and Jews found themselves spelt Gues. The Jordans of Lincoln and York, 
expelled in 1290, took the name with them, spelt it with a G, and so it has 
remained to the present day. Perhaps the worthy Chazan of the Great 
Synagogue, and his clever son, the novelist, owe their descent to Abraham 
Gordon of York. Who can say?

ISAAC DISRAELI AND JUDAISM. 


Sir, -With reference to the observation by Sir Francis Montefiore in 
his paper on * The Spanish and Portuguese Jews in England ” on the subject 
of the secession of the author of the “Curiosities of Literature” from 
Judaism, although it is an undoubted fact that owing to a dispute with the 
synagogue authorities he left the synagogue, is it correct to infer therefrom 
an abandonment of Judaism? The incident of the dispute occurred in 1815, 
whereas his religious views were far in advance of the orthodox standpoint 
long before that period, as may be inferred from the spirit of his article 
written in the Monthly Review for July, 1798, on “ Moses Mendelssohn.” 
The fact is.Isaac D'Israeli never left his ancestral faith in its broadest con- 
ceptions, and his admiration and enthusiasm were often evinced, as, for 
example, in his “Genius of Judaism,’ which appeared in 1833, fifteen years 
before his death, and twenty years after his supposed abandonment of 
Judaism. 

If merely refusing to participate in the administrative duties of the 
synagogue were to be considered an abandonment of the Jewish faith, it 
would apply with equal force in very many instances in present-day Jewry, 
but any such inference would be strongly repudiated. 

Isaac D'Iisraeli was known to have attented the inauguration ceremonies 
of the Reform Synagogue, at Burton Crescent, in 1841, and no doubt his views 
and sympathy agreed more with this section of Jews, of which he might have 
been a worshipping member had the organisation existed at an earlier period 
of his life. At all events, he never received baptism himself nor did any of 
his children, with the solitary exception of Benjamin, the future Premier, 
and in his case this was done from external motives, which were certainly 


not religious, but at the suggestion of the poet Rogers, who represented 
that the future career of the boy, who appeared to be highly gifted, 
“might be compromised by connection with a race labouring under 
social and political disabilities, and the entrance to the road to success 
might be closed against him.” This took place in 1817, four years after the 
formal withdrawal of Isaac D'Israeli from the synagogue. The reformed syna- 
gogue, the various innovations which the Zeitgeist or spirit of the times had 
brought about even in the orthodox synagogue, the Maccabiwans Society, the 
Jewish Religious Union, and other kindred associations have all rendered it 
possible to retain within the fold Jews of every religious shade or historical 
connection, without the imposition of religious tests or any other kind of 
restraint. Surely the Disraeli’s would have now found congenial outlets for 
the “philosophi¢g doubt,” or broad and liberal views which characterised 
their conceptions of Judaism from the famous father “who clung to the 
principles of the sublime and tolerant prayer offered by Solomon at the 
dedication of the Temple,” to the still more illustrious son whose convic- 
tions moved him to declare that Jesus wasthe glory and pride of Israel, and 
that Christianity was Judaism in its completed form.

JEWISH WRITERS AND THE HISTORICAL SENSE. 


Sin,—It is easy for a reader of a newspaper or periodical to go through 
anarticle in, say for instance, the Encyclopedia Britannica on the life of 
Moses Mendelssohn and find that the number of his children was not five 
but six, in order to point to an inaccuracy on the part of anyone reading a 
paper before a learned society. But it is not so easy to deprive a man of 
Dr. Karpeles's standing in the world of learning of his title, “ Literary 
Historian,’ as Mr. Maurice Jacobs attempts to do in the case of the said 
historian to whose paper on “ Jewish Society in Berlin at the time of Moses 
Mendelssohn,” publicity was given in the Jewish Chronicle of the 18th 
August. On the ground that “ ridicule kills,” | suppose, Mr. Jacobs describes 
as “grotesque blunders concerning famous people,” the facts that the 
lecturer in question stated that Moses Mendelssohn had five children 
instead of saying that he had six, and that he did not mention 
Abraham Mendelssohn, and he adds to this the following : “ especially when the 
title of ‘ literary historian’ is claimed for the lecturer.” The sin of com- 
mission that the lecturer is thus charged with, will, | hope, not be 
sufliciently convincing to your readers for them to agree with your corre- 
spondent in disputing the claim to the said title for the German historian. 
Because, in the first instance, I take it, they will readily understand that 
it is well nigh impossible for one who reads a paper before a learned society 
to avoid some inaccuracies when he, perhaps, wades through a sea of 
documents for his historical facts. In the second place they might give him 
the benefit of the doubt, and lay the charge for this sin of commission on the 
proverbial broad shoulders of the newspaper compositor and say it is a 
printer’s error. On the ground of the sin of omission with which the 
German historian is charged, | also take it that your readers 
will fail to find good cause for agreeing to the description 
of it .as a= grotesque blunder, because the lecturer, dealing, 
as he did with Moses Mendelssohn, need not necessarily mention 
every one in the family, who after all have no more to do with the 
case than “the flowers that bloom inthe spring,” 

Besides, Mr. Jacobs has overlooked the fact that a man is not given the 
title of literary historian because he copies or reads a list of names the 
passage containing which, your correspondent says, has riveted his attention, 
and to which he attaches so much importance as to think it right on account 
of some slight inaccuracy in it to ridicule the lecturer's title of literary 
historian, and. to brand him as lacking in the historical sense. 

His title, one must remind your correspondent, is the lecturer's due for 
the charm of the literary style in which he brings to the public’s notice 
historical facts, whether there happens to be an error or two in names 
or not, though, of course, all will grant that in the interests of perfect 
accuracy that should be avoided whenever possible.

** Village Life in Palestine.’’ 


An entirely new edition of the.-Rev. G. Robinson hook 
(little no longer) has been issued by Messrs. Longmans, Green and Co 
It is a bright, readable account of the present condition of the Holy Land 
especially with regard to the Fellahin or peasantry. Mr. Lees disputes the 
unfavourable view commonly expressed by tourists as to the barrenness of 
the land. On the contrary, he emphatically asserts that “the soil is won- 
derfully rich and fertile,” and “the springs and streams mentioned in the 
Bible are still flowing with water.” It is man, not nature, that is to blame 

A blight is on the land which cannot be removed until a more settled 
form of government and more civilising Power takes possession of the 
country.” Mr. Lees thus, after all, does not essentially differ from the 
prevalent verdict... But he is more hopeful than most. “If the land were 
under proper cultivation and full of people, probably a greater variety of 
productions might be grown, and in greater quantity than in any other 
country of the same size in the world.” 

The book is full of information and charm. The religion of the Fellahin 
is dleseribed as well as their home life and agricultural and social customs. 
“The garments of the women in a village or camp are distinguished from 
those of men by colour alone.” A good comment on this is the frequent 
prohibition in Gaonic literature against men wearing women’s colours: 
this was, e y., One reason why red straps to the tephillin were forbidden. 
On every page the author illustrates passages from scripture. “One sees 
too, how like the ordinary Oriental life is to many Jewish social phenomena 
“Girls never have any dolls; they do not even know how to play." ’But 
when Mr. Lees says, “ the life of a.woman is full of sadness,” he shows some 
lack of insight. Degraded the peasant woman is, but she has her joys 
Nor can it be the fact that it is a stage in a Fellah’s education “to tell a lie.” 
Regretfully must it be said, that the Syrian Christian is the real liar of 
Palestine. There is a good account of the Jewish Passover eve. with some 
slight errors. “ Two dishes of meat are provided. It is necessary to partake 
freely of these before the unleavened bread is eaten, so that Very little of 
the latter will suttice to fully satisfy the appetite.” This. is curiously 
erroneous. But one has no relish for criticising details of this readable 
book. Let us close with an interesting illustration of Samson's habit of 
riddling. Mr, Lees rightly says: Riddles are still put forth at weddings. 
Here is a common one:- . 

Black as night. it is not night 

It cuts its wings, it is no bird: 

Damaged the house, it is no mouse: 

It ate the barley and is no donkey. 
The answer is: “The Ant.”

**As a lion, my hands and feet.”’ 


The difficulty of this phrase (Psalm xxii., 17) is indisputable, and that 
is the only statement about it that is not open to dispute. The Hebrew 
runs: ‘227 "WS MY which the 
English Authorised Version renders: “For dogs have compassed me: the 
assembly of the wicked have inclosed me: they pierced my hands and my 
feet.” It will be seen that instead of the Hebrew noun ND (“as a lion”) 
a verb RS (“they pierced or dug through”) is substituted. The substitu- 
tion is very old, for it is found in the Septuagint and other ancient versions. 
The Christological use is later, for the substitution of the verb may be 
right, while the application of the text to the’- Crucifixion is clearly 
impossible. 

The version recently gniergne by the American Jewish Publication 
Society runs: “ Yea, dogs have encompassed me, a band of evil-doers have 
enclosed me, as a lion tearing my hands and my feet.” Here the Hebrew 
“WW is retained, but a word “tearing” is inserted for which there is no 
warrant in the Hebrew Massoretic text. Attention may, therefore. be 
profitably directed to a note by H. G. Ross in the August number of the 
Expository Times. He writes:— 

[s it not possible to adopt the words in Hebrew, just precisely as they stand ? 
The verb 422 in the Hiphil means ‘to surround,”’ and from the use of the word in 
Job xix., 6, 1 would appear to be a term employed in connection with hunting. 
means “he has encompassed me or entangled me in his net.” 
May we not take the word to mean the same thing in Psalm xxii.. 17% Thus. we 
may keep “WW and derive from the words a most vivid metaphor. The “hands and 
the feet ”’ (°23) y*) bring to our minds the poor beast struggling in the meshes of 
the net, but unable to free its limbs. So the rendering of the passage we would adopt 
would be this: ‘The assembly of wicked ones have thrown round me their net, as 


though were a Vea. round my hands and feet.’ The words 
would be accusative governed by the verb SsS*pi |, and in apposition to its first 
object. viz., the pronominal suthx. |

‘The Original Poem of Job.” 


Dr. E. J. Dillon's book (bearing the above title) is not, as might be 
rashlv assumed. an edition of the Hebrew text of Job. He gives us an 
Envlish rendering of what Prof. Bickell holds to be the “ original on the 
hasis of his theory of Hebrew metre and the Saidic MS. of the Greek transla- 
tion (Septuagint). But the Greek, as Prof. Peake well says, “ does little to 
remove the sturmbling-blo ks of the Hebrew, and it creates worse ditheulties 
of its own. It‘retains the passages which give rise to the most serious 
questionings,. While its omissions dislocate the movement of the poem. 

As to Bickell’s metrical theory, very few have accepted it. According to 
Bickell, the original Job consisted exclusively of four-lined stanzas. “ The 
present poem (.e., the Massoretic Job) is, as a matter of fact, written 
mainly ith couplets, two of which may very frequently he combined to form 
a quatrain. But sometimes the number ot couplets is odd, not even; in 
that case, when tion is distributed into quatrains, a recalcitrant 
couplet is left, and has to be expunged, or by extensive alterations Six 
lines have to be manipulated ‘into four.” This by no means exhausts the 
objections to Bickell’s metrical theory. An able (and destructive) criticism 
will be found in W. H. Cobb's “ Systems of Hebrew Metre” recently noticed 
in these columns. Thus Dr. Dillon’s “ Original Poem” fails altogether to 
substantiate its claim to the title

It emphasises individual responsibility, and 
yet recognises that human relations are so mutually involved that there 
must be corporal. liability, moral solidarity, and organic or dynamic 
responsibility, It therefore takes account of evolution and heredity. Not 
only is the doctrine itself especially Jewish, but its manner of summing up within 
itself mutual contradictions and offering compromises is also specifically Jewish, a 
characteristic of Jewish ethics. In fact MIN FS} touches the whole range of Jewish 
ethics at so many points, it cuts so deep down to the very roots of Jewish ethics, that 
it may be said that not only is it a specifically Jewish doctrine, but it may justifiably 
be regarded as one of the leading principles of Jewish ethics.

The mainspring 
of his inner life was not broken ; it remained intact, ready to be set in motion on the 
day of deliverance. The inspiring admonition of the prophet has been his watchword 
throughout the ages. “ Turn you upto the stronghold, ye prisoners of hope ” (Zech. 
ix., 12). “ Beeause he has at all times waited upon the food. he has renewed his 


phan ye like * eagle ; he has run and not been weary ; he has walked and not been 
aint (Is. 31).

The whole he sums up as “the welter of con- 
tending opinions and counsels, which is sapping the foundations of English 
Judaism, with little promise of power of putting anything substantial and 
sufficing in its place.” Yet he does not believe that Judaism in England is 
about to disappear, nor does he desire that it should, for with it would 
also disappear “much that is peculiar,” irrecoverable, and precious 
tor civilisation and religion and the. world.” Vital changes and_= great 
reforms are, however, necessary. For a moment Dr. Japp, who. shows 
himself a diligent reader of these c suMmns, considers wo recent efforts 
at nmprovement in Anglo-Jewry; The Women’s Conference and the Jewish 
Congregational Conterence. The former he considers may unite and 
strengthen within a certain limit, but can only cause division and unsettle- 
ment beyond. The second emphasises the divisions between the workers 
and the non-workers in the community. Finally, Jewry “ has followed ‘the 
lead of a half-heathen Christendom, and has forgotten and cast ruthlessly 
aside its own best traditions,” and to bring it back to the old paths the 
‘Gospel of Work” must be preached As in Biblical and Talmudiecal 
times, trades and handicrafts must again be universal among Jews 
“Every conceivable industry and kind of work was in vogue; labour was 
universal; learning and piety did not seek excuses from the daily task, 
but enforced it, and made it holy.”

“The Assyrian Bride,” by W. Patrick Kelly (Routledge) is apparently 
not intended to be a humorous book. Neves rtheless, almost its only effect 
on the reader will be to make him laugh, and as amusement seems to be 
to the great majority of readers the chief desideratum the = story may 
therefore be recommended to them. It is certainly unusual for a novelist 
to open his book with a list of authorities he has consulted in the prepara- 
tion and when this list contains such authors as Herodotus, Josephus and 
Sayce, not to speak of Zangwill and Grace Aguilar, the surprise, of the 
prospective reader will probably be increased. Despite his List, however, 
Mr. Kelly omits all acknowledgment of the use he has made of the Bible, 
of Shakespeare, of Tom Taylor and of Dickens. Not that the writer has 
merely imbibed the spirit of these authors and displayed their influence 
over him in portions of his narrative. Considerable sections of the book 
consist solely of excerpts from books of the Bible, passages from Shakes- 
peare’s plays, quotations from Lord Dundreary and Pickwick. These are 
all mixed up with modern Jewish expressions, Accadian psalms and illus- 
trations of Mr. Kelly’s own style which oa falls far below those of 
most of the authors from whom he quotes The combination forms a 
pecular mosaic. Thus we are told that Mephibosheth—altogether an 
improbable name for a Jew—" had that ‘ dull-looking boiled eye’ that 
distinguished the learned Sergeant Snubbin of immortal memory, * which,’ 
says Dickens, ‘is so often to be seen in the heads of people who have 
applied themselves during many years to a weary and laborious course of 
study.’” Again in describing the preparations of Jacob-el, a Jew settled 
in Nineveh, for consulting the god Bel, the author favours us with the 
remarks of Lord Dundreary on a critical occasion in his own career. Some- 
times the Assyrian Bride and her Jewish lover conduct their love-making 
by means of passages from the Song of Songs. Sandwiched in between a 
yassage from Job and another from Ecclesiastes will appear a quotation 
rom Hamlet, and an excerpt from the Book of Proverbs will be 
separated by a passage remarkably reminiscent of one of Disraeli’s novels. 
In fact Mr. Kelly should certainly have added Lord Beaconsfield to his 
list of authorities, for at least two of his characters can be traced to that 
novelist’s influence. Mr. Kelly has shown himself a diligent student of 
the authorities he has presented to us. Moreover his writings show traces 
of a careful reading of the Jewish prayerbook (Mr. Singer's translation), 
but the knowledge he has obtained is ill-digested, and anachronisms 
abound. The book as a whole is harmless, with the exception, however, 
of one incident. The introduction of the Divine Presence and the 
attempted sacrilege in the Holy of Holies are not only inartistic inasmuch 


as they grate on the feelings of the reader; they are quite unneccessary 
for the development of the plot. A... Bi. 


The Merchant of Venice. 

“The Jew that Shakespeare drew,” by J. Cuming Walters, in the 
Manchester Quarterly, is a careful and interesting consideration and 
analysis of Shakespeare's drama, with a view to showing it to have been 
written for the purpose of placing the Jew in a hetter light than that to 
which he WAS accustomed in those days. To efject this object, Shakespeare 
made considerable changes in the story that had been handed down to 
him In Fiorentino’s tale of Giannetto. on which the drama is based, 
there were ho quibbles, no direct provocation to the Jew 0 seek i“ cruel 
revenge. He had not been gibed at by the Christians, nor did he lose his 
daughter nor forfeit his loan All these incidents were invented = by 
Shakespeare in order to arouse sympathy with the Jew Everything which 
tells against the Jew is in the Italian story; everything in his tavour Was 
Introduced by Shakespeare Moreover, Shakespeare did not eonfine his 
attention to the character of the Jew. Those of the Christan dramatis 
person@ are portrayed in such a manner as to leaye the impression that 
Antonio and his friends were by no means paragons of virtue and morality, 
and from the story as a whole Mr. Walters deduces that Shakespeare, quite 
free from the prejudice of the age, had a clear unbiassed view of the Jewish 
character. A subsidiary reason for Shakespeare's attitude, It 1s suggested, 
was to be found in his opinion that a precursor of Alfred Dreyfus was to 
he found in Elizabethan England, that Shakespeare “doubted whether in 
the notorious case of Lopez a Jew had been fajrly tried by the Christian 
judges.” Another reason for seeing the Jewish side of the dispute between 
Shylock and Antonio was Shakespeare's own excursions in the profession

Jewess. who was executed in the reign of 
Edward I. for clipping coin of the realm—shearing the flock which bred so fast for 
Shylock. It is a singular fact that. in more than one of our towns. the few remains 
of Norman domestic architecture should be connected by popular tradition with the 
Jews.

The wext illustration is a reproduction of the broker's medal used by 
Abraham Mocatta. This is succeeded by a portrait of R. Zevi Ashkenazi 
and a sketch of Baron d'Aguilar, the eccentric merchant It shows at his 
feet skeletons of the domestic animals which he kept on his estates, and 
refused to feed. The sketch is taken from the Wonderful Magazine, Decem- 
her Ist, 1802. The next portrait is of Mrs. Catherine da Costa Villareal, 
daughter of Moses or Anthony da Costa, who became a director of the Bank 
of England. 

A few pages later are drawings in black and white and colours of the 
Great Synagogue at the time of the Feast of Tabernacles These are 
followed by an early portrait of Sir Moses and Lady Montefiore. It was 
taken from a miniature in the possession of the late Sir Joseph Sebag- 
Montefiore, and forms the frontispiece to Mr, Lucien Wolt’s article, “ Lady 
Montefiore’s Honeymoon—An Unpublished Diary,” re-printed in pamphlet 
form from our columns. Then comes a photograph taken from the catalogue 
of the Jewish Historical Exhibition, showing the signatures to an address 
to the House of Commons, praying for the abolition of the words “On the 
true faith of a Christian,” from the Parliamentary Oath. There follow a 
series of portraits of the leaders of the fight for emancipation, among them 
a fine crayon drawing of Adolphe Cremieux 

The chapter on “ The Early Days of the Great Synagogue” contains an 
old print of the exterior by Eastgate, a magnificent full-page portrait of R. 
Aaron Hart, and original copies of circulars issued in connection with the 
scheme to found a theological college. The next section entitled “ Progress 
of German Congregations,” contains a number of illustrations. There isa 
portrait of S. A. Hart, R.A., with a re-production of his fine picture, “ A 
Jewish Synagogue.” Then there is a print of “The Entrance to a Jews’ 
Synagogue in Leadenhall Street, formerly Bricklayers’ Hall.” To this bethel, 
Which was built over a tavern, was applied the couplet: 

The spirits above are spirits divine, 
The spirits below are spirits of wine. 

This is followed by a sketch of the Great Synagogue during the special 
service In memory of the late Chief Rabbi, and an old drawing of the gate 
of the synagogue in Duke Street. The well-known coloured picture of the 
synagogue showing the worshippers wearing the old-fashioned three- 
cornered hats follows. 

Chapter xvil. contains a drawing of “ Prospect Place, in Surrey, the Seat 
of M. J. Levy, Esq.,” and a pen-and-ink sketch of “ Mrs. Judith Levy, the 
Rich Jewess, usually called the Queen of Richmond Green.” This Mrs. 
Levy, a daughter of Moses Hart, gave £4,000 to the Great Synagogue. A 
remarkable exhibition of penmanship is next given. It is hy a Jewish 
writing-master, dated Oxford, 1745. Besides a florid signature, the page 
contains the first verse of the Book of Proverbs. : 

The interior of the Bevis Marks Synagogue is the next illustration. 
This is succeeded by portraits of Mr. Ralph Bernal and Grace, Duchess of 
St. Albans, the beautiful daughter of Mr. Bernal Osborne The next 
portrait is an old print depicting Henry Simons, a Polish Jew, who was 
robbed and falsely accused of the same crime. His trials and appeal formed 
the subject of two or three interesting pamphlets issued in the middle of the 
eighteenth century. The caricature of a “Jew purchasing old clothes,” 
which follows, belongs to the same period. 

_ There are three interesting sketches of Lord George Gordon, two depict- 
ing him in his cell at Newgate. These are followed by a pen and ink 
caricature entitled “Moses chusing his Cook.” It depicts Lord George 
Gordon in Newgate prison tasting the dishes prepared for him by several 
Jewish cooks. Another interesting coloured caricature of Lord George, not 
included in these volumes, but in the late Mr. Myers’s collection. is entitled 
‘ Moses Gorden, or the Wandering Jew in the Dress he now wears at 
Newgate. his was re-produced in our last issue. It is surprising that 
there is no article in the “Jewish Encyclopedia " on caricatures of Jews. 
There are a large number of interesting old prints of this nature in existence.

Notes from Berlin. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


BERLIN, 27TH AUGUST. 
Dr. Ernst Rosenfeld, the well-known journalist and publisher of the 
Feuilleton Zeitung, died suddenly last week in Misdfoy, a quiet little 


sea-side’ place on the coast of Mecklenburg, where he was spending his 
holidays. It cannot, however, be said that he had relaxed his customary 
labours to any great extent. He died in harness—pen in hand. The 
news of his unexpected death created sincerest sorrow in literary and 
journalistic circles, for never had. better comrade or kinder-hearted man 
breathed. Generous to all, it was his special delight to help and push on 


struggling and unfriended talent. His funeral in Weissensee, on the 
Yend, was attended by a vast gathering of authors and artists. Dr. 


Rafael Loewenteld, Director of the Schiller Theatre, had specially solicited 
permission to deliver an addres at the grave. He spoke of the fine 
attributes, the gentle qualities and virtues of his dead friend, and of the 
warm affection which he had inspired in all who knew him. Most of 
those present had come into more or less close contact with the departed, 
and would of their own knowledge attest with what entire truth the words 
applied to him: “exemplary in every relation in life; exemplary as son 
and brother, as husband and father, as a iriend, employer and colleague.” 
Dr. Rosenfeld belonged to one of the most highly respected Jewish families 
in Silesia, new a few members of which have distinguished themselves in 
various waiks in life. A sister, writing under the nom de plume “ Hervi,” 
has attained considerable reputation. 3 

Piickler’s continued “cavalry demonstration,” and the threatened 
renewal of his oratorical campaign, have induced several papers. to review, 
and sharply comment on, his trial and sentence at Glogau. As is already 
known to your readers, the Count, at the head of a mounted and armed 
body-guard of Poles—who are kept in subjection by him, as he stated him- 
self, by a sound application of “ cuffs, kicks and digs in the ribs "—assaulted 
a number of men and women who were peaceably at work on an estate 
adjoining his own. For this deed, aggravated by an impudent defence, he 
was ordered to pay a fine of 350 marks. “Such ridiculously inadequate 
punishment,” says the leading legal organ, “is calculated to bring the 
administration of justice into disrepute, and to undermine—a most grave 
misfortune—the confidence of the people in the impartiality of our judges.” 
Silesian cay omg cite sentences which the Court of Glogau had passed on 
petty offenders, because they had been previously convicted, and on that 
ground must be regarded as “ gemeingefahrlich "—dangerous to society. 
On the score of previous convictions, Count Pickler may certainly be 
designated as an old offender, and on account of the nature of his offences, 
as a most dangerous one. But the aristocratic culprit is treated with 
extreme courtesy by the judges, he need not, like meaner mortals in a like 
emergency, take a seat on the “accused bench,” they give him fraternal 
admonition, and pass the mildest sentence in almost apologetic tones. This 
is a violation of the principle that all are equal before the law, and only 
tends to encourage the man and those who exploit him. 

A socialist was lately called to book by his party for having applied to 


some clefgymen in Stettim tor a list ol the young peopl who were to be 
contirmed, as he desired to send to their parents his price-list ot the 
they might require for the occasion. The Deutsche .Hochwucht, an anti- 
Semitic print of the vilest description, commented on the meident iti 
approved anti-Semitic fashion. The chosen people, it wrote, had for years, 
for “ kosher money ” obtained a list of the candidates for confirmation, and 
had in consequence been placed in a position of advantage over Christian 
traders. These latter could surely not be blaimed tor endeavouring, at last, 
by fair and above-board means, to obtain a share of those benetits which 
their Jewish competitors had so long enjoyed by unfair means, and in 
surreptitious fashion A copy ol the paper containing this article Was sent 
to Dr. Conrad Scipio, Pastor primarius of the Church of St. Jacobi in 
Stettin. The rev. gentleman, in a letter to the Ostsee Zeitung, fitly cen- 
sures, not only the article itself, but the whole tendency of the paper, 
“dripping with anti-Semitism,” of which till then he had been in blissful 
ignorance. That paper he would have been content to leave to its own 
conscience, but his duty to his parishioners, whose spiritual guide he had 
now been for full twenty years, demanded that he should emphatically 
eontradict its out-spoken or insinuated calumnies. None of the traders of 
Stettin had at any time, or on any occasion, acted in the manner described 
by the Deutsche Hochwacht none had at any time been supplied by him, 
or by any of his brethren in office, with a list of the candidates for con- 
firmation. Dr. Scipio added: “I care not at all whether the young folk 
1 confirm make their purchases of Protestants, Catholics, Jews or 
Dissenters. My only wish in the matter is, that what they need they may 
buy of good quality and at fair prices from respectable dealers. The sect 
of the Nazarenes has not from the beginning attached particular impor- 
tance to race or colour of skin, or divergence of theoretical views.” 
Another anti-Semitic paper has received a smart rebuff, and, what is 
more, has been obliged to give publicity to the fact in its own columns. 
To the fund for the erection of a “ Bismarck Tower,” undertaken by the 
students of the University of Giessen, Commerzienrat Heichelheim had 
contributed a few hundred marks, and this was gratefully acknowledged 
at a festive gathering by the presiding student. Thereupon, the Deutsche 
Volkswacht angrily said : “If the students could not make up the money 
among themselves, they ought to have applied to patriotic Germans, and 
not to have gone begging to the Jews. The lamented Bismarck would 
thrice turn in his grave could he know that his Tower in Giessen could only 
be erected with the help of Jewish money.” The Deutsche Volkswacht 
has been obliged to insert the following correction, sent in by the Rector 
of the University of Giessen: “The Giessener Studentenschaft has not 
‘gone begging to the Jews’ for financial assistance. Commerzienrat 
Heichelberg, of his own initiative, contributed to the fund for the erection 
of a Bismarck Tower. ‘The lamented Bismarck would thrice turn in his 
grave,’ could he still take cognizance of the brutal remarks in your paper. 
The monument to Bismarck loses nothing in value by the generous vale 
tary contribution of Commerzienrat Heichelheim. You will be good 
enough to insert this correction, in accordance with the press-law, in the 
Deutsche Volkswacht. (Signed) Vossius.” Such papers as the Deutsche 
Hochwacht and the Deutsche Volkswacht would not mend their ways for 
anything that anybody could say, but to some, at least, of their readers, 
such men as Dr. Scipio and Professor Vossius will not have spoken in vain.

le advances some reasons for the practice, and comes to the con- 
clusion that “the farcical ceremony of buyimg and giving away Mitzvous 


can answer no other purpose, but making men cringing, servile Sycophants 
on one hand; or contemptible Hypocrites on the other.

He next examines “the ceremony of * Calling-up’ as it is termed, and 
which appears to me, to be a Device or Stratagem, invented by the priest, 
to trick the credulous people out of their money.” 

A persor is publickly called upon by name to ascend the Alter, after which he 
says a prayer —the Priest then reads over to him a few verses from the Manuscript 
Pentateuch ; the person prays again, and when he has finished, the Priest proceeds to 
make what is called a Me Shebarach, saying with an audible voice, “May he who 
blessed Abraham, Jsuac. and -Jacob, also bless this man,* and for what’ because the 
Priest has him in custody and the alter, as a Spider holds a Fly in his web; only with 
this difference, instead of sucking his blood—his pocket is exhausted ; but the opera- 
i continued thus the exalted person (offers or Shnoders a certain sum of 
money, perhaps two, three or four shillings, on account of A B,C 1), or as many more 
as he thinks proper, till he has perhaps run over the names of the whole of the Con 
gregation; for in small Synagogues if the whole are not mentioned, those who are 
omitted are immediately consigned to obloquy and shame; for the greatest disgrace a 
Jew can sutfer is to be passed over unnoticed at a Me Shebarach. 

The writer points out that the fact that the money is not tendered at 
once often made the persons called to the Law offer more than their means 
allowed, and he has some hard things to say of the clergy :— 

How this Priesteraft or superstitious imposition insinuated itself into the Jewish 
Church, I know not, but it seems to me, to have been done by the Priests, for the sole 
purpose of enabling them more effectually to aggrandize themselves at the expence of 
their congregatious. Hut in this case the Jewish Priests are not singular : it is an 
admitted observation, verified by long experience, that avarice is a vice more particu. 
larly practiced by the clergy than any other denomination of people whatever. 


The Women. 


He turns to discuss the position of Jewish women with the shrewd 
remark “ To do that, 1 must for a time withdraw from the Synagogue, for 
that is not the place to find them, they so seldom go to prayers.” 

The generality of them are loreigners from Germany, Poland, KC. where to read 
or write in their native tongue is held highly crimmail ; hence they are prevented from 
associating with Christians, as well as from reading the German or Polish transla- 
tions of the Bible. And the reason given for it is, that going to School with 
Christians, they may contract their habits and become Proselytes to their faith. 
Therefore they are brought up either under their own parents or a Jewish Tutor. Who 
can teach them no established language whatever. For the tutors themselves speak but 
a kind of Gibberish, or fulsome compound of Hebrew, German and Dutch. which none 
but the German Jews are capable of understanding ; so that neither a real Hollander 
or German can understand a German Jew, or a German Jew,a Dutchman or German : 
except they have by frequent intercourse and connection, as is commonly the case, 
laboured out @ construction of each other; which might be done hy people the most 
opposite in their language of any in the world. It is owing to this ignorance that the 
Jewish Women so seldom go tothe Synagogue ; they do not understand the Priest, and 
they think it a folly to go to hear a man read in a language they are ignorant of : and 
in this instance, 1 think them much wiser than the men; for knowing themselves 
incapable of joining in the service of devotion, they prudently keep away ; while the 
men, (and most of them equally ignorant) repair to the place of worship, not to pay 


their devoirs to God, but to mock him, by dedicating that time to frivolous chit chat 
which ought to be devoted in the most solemn manner to Him. ; 
Itinerant Jews. 

The author deals at considerable length with the itinerant Jews 
beggars and pedlars—to whom, in spite of his scathing denunciation. the 
foundation of most of the large provincial Jewish congregations is due. The 
following passage, though it gives a good idea of the extent of the traffic. 
appears to be strangely misinformed as to the Rabbinic attitude towards 
labour: 

Must of the German -/eis, as they are called, now in England, who are not natives. 
have emigrated from Germany. Holland, Denmark and Poland: for the sole purpose 
of obtaining a subsistence by Begging ; for they are so very proud, lazy and poor, that 
rather than employ themselves industriously at any mechanical or handicraft 
Business, they will ramble the world over as Mendicants. If we examine foreicn 
Countries, we shail scarcely find one Jew that is either a Tailor, Shoemaker, Blacksmith; 
Joiner, Carpenter, or any other /'rade, where labour and industry are required. The 
married ones will sooner leave their Wives and Children at home, and stray the World 
over begging alms, than sulmit to work for an honest livelihood and for this reason 
they are taught by their Raneres and Paigsts, that nothing can be more dishonourable to 
their characters, as Jews, who are descended from a race of Kings. than to 
fee their time to labour. With regard to the young ones, they are deemed at 
maturity when they complete the thirteenth year and are accordingly driven loose 
upon the world to shift for themselves 

He refers to the encouragement given to these itinerant Jews by the 
pre tice of extending to them hospitality in the shape of free board and 
odging. 


Indeed, there are some old Jews, superstitious enough, to consider themselves 
greatly honoured, in having a wanderer billeted upon them: particularly if his chin 
be ornamented with a long beard: when at the same time. perhaps, the Man that has 
it, has nothing else belonging to him, either mental or corporeal, to recommend him 
to notice. But the Beard is sufficient; it is like a Councellor’s wig: A huge badge 
of gravity, consequence and wisdom, though perhaps not an atom of any of them, can 
be found in the person that wears it 

Later on in the book he makes the following reservation :— 

In speaking of the Jews let me be properly understood: I do not charge the 
whole body of them, with being Vagabonds and beggars: there are many of them as 
respectable as the first Members of any Sectary or Society of Men whatever. But such 
are either the Jews that are born in this Country, or have been cultivated and polished 
by long residence; and some who of late years, have come from Vienna, Franckfort. 
Leyden, and other parts of Germany. 


Provincial Clergymen. 


Many of the itinerants, we are told, qualitied as tutors. Moreover, 

They sometimes procure interest to be made Priests, nor is it to be wondered at 
when we know, that no scholastic knowledge, no particular qualification is required, 
except a powerful voice and a tolerable pronunciation. A chaste, or correct one is not 
wanted, for the more pure his language, the less he would be understood Bie 
Salary, (if out of London,) will be from 10 to £40 per annum; which is a very scanty 
pittance to subsist upon, perhaps with a family; and no man of ability, education or 
spirit will submit to it. And that is the reason why those Men of meny Offices. are in 
ceneral, such illiterate, mean despicable Characters: and as ararice is so intimately 
connected with meanness, it is also ths reason why Shnodering, Me Shebaruchs, and 
other subtly devised tricks are introduced in the Svnagocue: for the Priest knows, 
that however small his salary. his merit is still smaller, and therefore what he cannot 
demand upon the score of right, he cunningly though meanly obtains, under the 
specious plea of perquisite. Indeed Llook upon a Jewish Priest, to be like an 
english Exciseman: too much circumscribed in his pay to keep him strictly honest 
Let their salaries be augmented and they probably may become decent and respectable 
Members of Society. 


Suggestions for Improvement. 

In conclusion, he makes several suggestions for the improvement of 
the state of Anglo-Jewry One is that the “ Priests” should be more 
liberally paid Another is that English should be the language of the 
Synagogue. On this point he says: : 

The Hearers will then know what the Priest is saying, and will be able to join 
him in his devotion. It will render unnecessary the stupid method of learning that 
mungrel jargan used among the Jews, which prevents them from ever speaking well 
the language of any Country, and it will not only prevent that evil: but it will give them 
afair opportunity of acquiring a correct knowledge of the language of that nation in 
which they are born; and finally do away with that prejudice, which their own 
singularity has drawn upon them. 

Finally, he insists that the practice of assisting itinerant Jews should 
be abandoned :— 

Let the mode of billeting travelling Beggars be abolished, and make it a rule to 
render assistance to none, but such who are real objects of compassion and charity - 
reduced by sicknes or misfortune to the humble situation of imploring temporary 
relief; and that in the towns where they have been resident, so that reference may be. 
made to their acquaintance, and their true characters and conditions fairly ascertained 
Such a measure would prevent imposition, discourage laziness, and encourage 
industry. The disappointed Itinerant would be frustrated in his designs upon the 
public. Deprived of his rascally means of subsistence, and driven per force to the 
necessity of establishing himself in some honest. useful kind of employment. Such a 
plan would be political, judicious and praise worthy ; because it would be the occasion 
of reincorporating with Mankind, those particularized members who have so long been 
contemned as the Outcasts of Society.

He remained in the Company's service until he was transferred as 
a motorman to the Metropolitan Electric Tramways (‘ompany, which works 
the cars of the Middlesex County Council.

| It stands by the side of the old disused burial 
ground in Mile End, where so many not worthy members of our race are 
interred. Here an asylum is provided for the deserving poor, as well as a 
hospital, and-relief is likewise granted to patients who, for one reason or 
another, cannot be admitted within its walls. 

It would assuredly be impossible for anyone to attenipt to give even the 
faintest sketch of the history of the English Sephardim without making 
some allusion to the greatest institution in the whole Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity, namely, the Board of Deputies, for though: all sections 
of our people are now represented by the Deputies, it was 
originally, and for many years after its foundation, a Portu- 
yuecse body.

From this time 
forward the members of the German community were generally, when 
occasions ot linportance arose, invited lo act with their Sephardim brethren, 
but it Was not until the year IS1l2 that they formally became members of 
the Board. Very interesting and highly instructive, indeed, it is to follow 
the history of the Deputies, so che Cpr nave they identified themselves with 
the welfare of our people, both at home and abroad. Wherever cruelty, 
bigotry, or injustice have raised their heads against members of our race, 
there have the Board of Deputies, and often most successfully, intervened 
Especially noteworthy Is the pari which they have pinyed helping 
obtain the removal of those political disalnlities which so long prevented 
our people from. serving the land of their a option. to the best of their 
abilities. It is, I think, quite Impossible tor us to overestimate all that they 
did in this respect, and we may. | am convinced, safely rest assured that 
in the future, as in the past, the Board of Deputies will be both able and 
willing to maintain our just rights 

lt is noteworthy that wherever Jews lave settled in sufficient numbers 
their first care has been to provide a house of worship. Accordingly, it is 
not surprising that soon after their re-admission we find them celebrating 
divine service in a building in King Street, Aldgate. This edifice was, 
however, not a synagogue, but merely a house fitted up for the purpose It 
soon became too small for the increasing congregation, and a larger house 
was subsequently arranged, but the first regular synagogue to be established 
was at Bevis Marks, of which we are all so justly proud as 
being one of the greatest and grandest landmarks in the history of our 
people. I think that I may safely venture to presume that the = great 
majority, if not all of us, are familiar with that venerable and sacred edifice 
and that we have all of us had the privilege of worshipping within its 
walls, so that I feel that, much as I should like to do so, it would be unneces- 
sary for me to dwell on its architectural points and old-fashioned internal 
arrangements. Assuredly it is a stately building which never fails to 
inspire sentiments of devotion and piety. The synagogue, which took about 
three years to erect, was consecrated in 1702, and, as a sign of the favour 
with which the Jewish community was then regarded, it may be mentioned 
that one of the beams which is said to be still there was presented by 
Queen Anne. 

As we are all of us well aware, some few years back certain members of 
our community who were animated by the best and loftiest motives desired 
to improve the financial condition of the congregation and Drought forward a 
motion to demolish the old building, sell the land, and erect another less 
expensive house of worship. Never shall I forget the painful excitement 
which was caused by this proposition. For though undoubtedly our finances 
would have been increased had the proposed demolition taken place, still 
it Was felt that the SsVhnagogue could not be regarded as a mere ordinary 
place of worship. It was pointed out that the sacred memories which 
clustered around it, the remembrance of the great and good men who had 
worshipped there, and, above all, the fact that the synagogue had played 
so leading a part in securing, not merely civil and political rights for 
English Jewry, but likewise justice and mercy for our oppressed brethren in 
the most distant lands, placed the old building of Bevis Marks on a footing 
quite distinct from ordinary synagogues, and that the same considerations 
could not be applied to it. The matter was most seriously debated and 
considered, and, finally, as we are, of course, all of us well aware, it was 
decided to retain the old building, and I think I may now safely assert that 
at the present time even those who were :ost desirous of demolishing the 
synagogue are now very glad that it was decided not to do so, for when, : 
few years ago, the bi-centenary of our ancient house of worship took place, 
the whole congregation rejoiced together. A special and most impressive 
service was celebrated at Bevis Marks. The poor, following the best 
traditions of our community, were generously remembered, and a grand 
evening party was given, at which were assembled, besides our own people, 
many of the leading members of the sister congregations, thus giving ample 
proof of the good and kindly feelings which I rejoice to think now 
exist between all the different branches of the Anglo-Jewish community. 

Attached to the synagogue of Bevis Marks, and most closely connected 
with it by many old ties and associations, is the Communal Vestry Room. 
Until a few years ago it was situated in Bevis Marks, but on account of 
certain changes which were made in the buildings surrounding the old place 
of worship it has now been moved to Heneage Lane close by. In this vestry- 
room much of the most important work connected with otir community 
has taken place. Nothing could, of course, adequately replace the old 
building, but fortunately all the pictures which were in the former room 
have been hung in the present one, and truly they are most interesting, and 
gave us faithful portraits of many of the most celebrated men connected 
with our congregation. At one end of the apartment there is a most 
interesting and extremely well painted picture representing Moses and 
Aaron supporting two tablets of stone on which is engraved the decalogue, 
while exactly opposite to this picture is a portrait of Sir Moses Montefiore, 
in which he is depicted as looking over Jerusalem, and holding in his hand 


the Firman which was granted to him by the Sultan Abdul Medjid as the 
successful result of his intercession on behalf of the Jews of Damascus. The 
picture was painted hy Hart at the expense of the congregation. Other 
pictures represent Menasseh ben Israel and Haham Jacob Sasportas, the 
first Haham in England after the re-entry of our people; three other great 
ecclesiastical chiefs of our congregation, namely, Haham Raphael Meldola, 
Haham Benjamin Artom, and Haham Mordecai Saloni; Solomon Almosnine 
a former Se: retary who. tora period extending over nearly SIXTY years, most 
faithfully served the congregation; two former Presidents of the Elders, and 
of the Board of Deputies, Mr. Hananel de Castro and Sir Joseph Sebag- 
Montefiore; and Dr. Fernandez Mendes, Court Physician to King 
John of Portugal, who accompanied his daughter, Princess Catherine of 
Portugal, to England when she married King Charles II. Just outside the 
vestry-room there may be seen inseribed it) letters of gold the Hnalies of 
those members who have held official positions in the community. Very 
instructive and interesting, indeed, is it to. peruse this list. For when we 
do si) the whole history of the Sephardim passes before our eves. Here. once 
again, the tale of our early struggles and final triumphs is brought dramati- 
cally before us Sut, mingled with this interest, there is, alas' likewise a 
sadness, for how can we, without feeling melancholy, contemplate these 
names when we remember how many of them are no longer connected with 
us. Some of our oldest and most honoured families have become extinct, 
others have. at different times, and for various reasons, abandoned their 
ancestral faith, while we suffered still further losses by that unfortunate 
schism which more than half a century ago rent the Jewish community in 
two, a schism which I most deeply regret, and which I canngt -help 
feeling miaht possibly have been averted had a little more conciliation and 
liberality been displayed. 

But if we have suffered losses we have likewise much to be proud of 
and thankful for. If some have left us, many have remained, and of late 
years there has been a great and marked increase in the interest taken in 
the affairs of our community by our younger members, and from this, as 
well as from many other trustworthy signs, we may rest safely assured that 
the traditions of our ancient congregation will be maintained

It is another proof, we take it, that the tragic unrest and desperation of Russia have 
been provoked, as we were gravely told the other day, by Jews in conspiracy with 
Anarchists. To lookers-onin Furope, ca donne « penser. A widespread sense of 
oppression great enough to force into the background all questions of race-hatred 
seems to demand more serious attention on the part of Russia’s blundering bureau- 
cracy. But peace has come, and once more, as far as we can see, the prospects of 
reform are darkened for an indefinite time. Russia's only compensation for this 
costly and needless war is the Duma, which mocks her hopes and those of civilisation. 

The Courrier Européen; in its current issue, prints the following tele- 
gram from Sirdj (Bessarabia) under date of August lth: 


Since vesterday, the town has been the theatre of sanguinary scenes. All the 
shops in the Jewish quarters have been pillaged by the mob. under the friendly eves 
of the troops, who assisted as spectators. The streets are full of bands armed with 
hatchets and hammers, who break open the doors of Jewish shops and empty them. 
The police direct the pillagers and encourage them. One can among them 
women and even children who to cries of ** Long live the Tsar”? and *“* Down with 
the Jews”’ wait anxiously while the Jewish shops are broken open in order to pilfer 
something from them. The consternation in the town is very great. Several Jews 
havé been killed; others are flying with all haste. In some quarters Jews are 
barricading their houses and defending themselves courageously. It is the police 
who point out to the assailants the shops belonging to Jews. A massacre of Jews 
is expected. 

A Reuter telegram from Odessa, despatched on Tuesday, says: — 


In Komitetskaja Street the police were dispersing one of the peaceful crowds 
which habitually assemble at every street corner on holiday evenings. A Jewish boy. 
being roughly pushed by a policeman, picked up a stone, with the inteation of striking 
him, but forbore, and threw the stone away. The policeman followed the boy home 
and as he was entering his house shot him down.

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Morning Post wrote on the 
7th inst. 

Amid the many disorders and .distresses with which the Russian dominions are 
at present altlicted the tendeney which sets Christian and Jew at each other's throats 
or, at any rate, the former at the throat of the latter, has recently been giving sinister 
signs of activity. In most of the countries of Continental Europe this anti-Jewish 
tendency finds: a certain amount of expression, more or less violent according to 
circumstances and national temperament; in Russia, where good nature, born largely 
of mental laziness and indifference, is a prominent national characteristic, circum- 
stances bring an added poison of bitterness into the religious and racial prejudices 
which separate the Christian Slav from his Hebrew neighbour. For the foreigner in 
general the Russian entertains little actual hostility, merely an unconcealed wonder as 
at some unfamiliar wild fowl with a recognised and decorative fitness for its place in 
the economy of nature: but the Jew comes into a different category. He is less an 
exotic rarity than a too familiar pest, a parasite bird as undesirable in his way as the 
sparrow must be to the heavy, inert cochins of the poultry yard, a placuily enter- 
prising maurader snatching up the tit-bits of the feeding trough long before the dull 
cochin beak has determined that they are tit-bits. Taking even the Russians of the 
capital as examples, one is able to note the broad and striking difference that exists 


between the “dominant” and the persecuted race. The Russian moves in 
a narrow world, whose horizon is tounded by the tiniest of interests .. . 


The atmosphere of self-sufficing interests and general inertness of intellect is due not 
to the repression of circumstances or to lack of opportunities, but to the stronger 
forces of national character, and nothing could be in more marked contrast than the 
alert and keenly-trained brain-power which makes the Jew such an unwelcome com- 
petitor in the Russian world. With the same, or perhaps fewer, possibilities and with 
many disadvantages added to those under which the youthful Russian labours, the 
Jewish working-class lad begets himself an education which seems to leave very little 
out of its purview. Perhaps because his Russian surroundings are not always of the 
happiest he lets his imagination and his interests roam the world over, and his mind 
becomes a crowded storehouse of miscellaneous knowledge at an age when a Russian 
boy of the same class knows little more than the gossip of his street and courtyard, 
and the vague scandals of local politics, and the respective likeness—of the one to the 
sparrow, ubiquitous in its energies, viewing the wide world from its roof-top, and of 
the other to the cochin, stolidly content to accept its poultry yard as a world sufti- 
ciently wide to brood and scratch in—remains in after-life, and makes it apparent to 
the on-looker that betwixt Jew and Russian the industrial and political struggle is a 
hopelessly unequal one. It is perhaps a dim suspicion of this fact which stirs the 
Russian, be he peasant, or burgher, or official, to periodical outbreaks of dull, ill- 
directed fury against a race which his prejudice tells him should be miserable, and 
unsuccessful, and down-trodden, and which his reason shows him to be over-reaching 
him in many of the departments of national life. 


_ _According to the Courrier Européen, an original strike has broken out 
in Poland. That country has already experienced a series of extraordinary 
strikes, among which may be mentioned strikes of policemen, of domestic 
servants, and of collegians and students.

Colonial and Foreign News. 


— 


AUSTRALIA. 

The annual report of the Melbourne Jewish Aid Society shows that 
during the year ended 30th June last, £061 was lent out, and £921 repaid. In 
the seventeen years of its existence, the society has granted loans, in amounts 
varying from £3 to £25, totalling £14,117. The loss from default of borrowers 
and sureties during this period has been only 2108. Mr. Philip Blashki, J.P., 
who was one of the founders, is President of the Society. 

The Perth (Western Australia) Hebrew Philanthropie Society during its 
past financial year had an income of £141, £48 less than in the preceding 
year. The disbursements amounted to {161 (a decrease of £7 as compared 
with 1903— 4), of which £69 was for loans, and £78 for relief. Mr. H. Bb. 
Joseph is President and Honorary Solicitor. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 

The Emperor has called Herr Alois Neumann, who since 1895 has been 
President of the Chamber of Commerce at Reichenberg, to the House of 
Peers. He displayed great activity in the preparation of the commercial 
treaty with Germany. Herr Neumann received the Commander's Cross of 
the Francis Joseph Order in 101. The star of the same Order was added 
last year. 

Archduke Frederick, who happened to be in Serajewo on his birthday 
(18th August), honoured the Austro-Hungarian Jewish Congregation by 
attending in their Synagogue a festival service, held in honour of the 
occasion. His Imperial Highness was attended by a brilliant suite. Later 
in the day he gave a gala dinner, to which Rabbi Dr. Weszel, as repre- 
senting the Jews of the town, was invited. Two days earlier the Archduke 
received deputations from the Congregation already named, and the Sephardi 
Congregation. 

The Emperor has conferred the Grand Cross of the Francis Joseph Order 
on Ritter von Taussig, Deputy (;overnor of the Bodencreditanstalt of 
Vienna. The Austrian Prime Minister communicated the news by telegraph 
to Scheveningen (Holland), where Ritter von Taussig is at present staying. 

BELGIUM. 

At the International Congress on Arbitration, held this week at Brussels, 
one of the delegates was Senator Wiener. He supported a vote of thanks to 
President Roosevelt for his services in connection with the present Peace 
Conference. Another Jewish delegate was Senator Goldfogle, of the United 


States. 
GERMANY. 

The illustrated German comic paper, Sim !icissimus, which often comes into 
conflict with the authorities on account of its attacks on the Emperor, and 
institutions in Germany, had a hit at Zionism in its last week's issue. There 
isa sketch representing Moses pleading before God, and under the sketch 
there are words to the following effect :—“ Jerusalem Thou hast closed to 
us give us Uganda, Thou knowest well enough that we shall not settle 
there.” 

For the last time service was held, on the I%th of August, at the Syna- 
gogue in the Rheinstrasse, Bingen, which has been used by the Jewish 
community there for eight hundred years. The Ark, which is a work of art 
of great value, will be removed to the new synagogue in the Rochusstrasse. 
This synagogue, which will be dedicated on the 21st inst., has been erected 
by means of a gift of 250,000 marks from Court Councillor Levy, of Carlsruhe. 

Dr. Julius Cohen, a candidate for the Rabbinate, and Herr Kar! Glaser, 
both of Berlin, on two different occasions recently saved two young men (one 
of them also a student for the Rabbinate) from drowning. The particulars 
of their bravery have been ollicially published by the Government. 

Herr Carl W. Simons, banker, of Diisseldorf (son-in-law of Mr. A. J. 8. 
Bles, of Manchester, Vice-Consul of the Netherlands), has received from the 
German Emperor the Order of the Red Eagle. Herr Simons is the second 
Jew in Diisseldorf who has received that honour. 

ITALY. 

Commander Vito Pardo di Moisé, a distinguished Venetian sculptor, has 
been unanimously appointed Honorary Professor of the Accademia 
Raffaellesca, at Urbino, in recognition of his valuable services to the fine 
arts. 

Signor Angelo Pavia, President of the Jewish community at Casale 
Monferrato, who recently offered land for experiments in agricultural 
science, and Signor Teodoro Levi, Vice-Chancellor of the Court of Appeal 
in the same town, have been appointed Chevaliers of the Order of the 
Crown of Italy. Signor Vittorio Supino, President of the Chamber of Com- 
mercé at Pisa, has been promoted Commander of the same Order. 

Signor Elia Sonino, the young son of the Chief Rabbi of Naples, has been 
elected a titular member of the National Academy of Master Tailors in Paris, 
and awarded its gold medal. 

PALESTINE. 


A correspondent of the Times announces that increased taxation has 
been introduced throughout Palestine.

In consequence of this order it 
iS reported that the Consulates are besieged with applications for 
registration and protection. 


PERSIA, 

The Jews in Shiraz have recently been subjected to most humiliating 
and cruel treatment by Mohammedans who had been instigated by fanatical 
priests. Through the intervention of the Director of the Alliance Israelite 
School in the town, who received the co-operation of the Hritish Consul, 
the disorders were suppressed. Representations were also made to the 
(rovernment by the French Minister at Teheran. 

TUNIS. 

Two brothers named Benzag hold no less than thirty-seven medals for 
having rescued persons from drowning. The Official Journal of Tunis often 
records rewards bestowed on native Jews for their bravery.

Tik First oF A SERIES OF DISCOURSES DELIVERED AT THE BiuisToL SYNAGOGLE 
By THE Rev. J. ABELSON, B.A. : 

In the addresses which I have been delivering on many Sabbaths during 
this summer and on many occasions last summer on texts selected from the 
“ Ethics of the Fathers,” | endeavoured to convey some understanding of the 
more prominent teachings of Judaism about morals and morality, about man 
and his relation to God, his duty to himself and his fellow-man, about right 
conduct and upright character and the way in which life's highway can be 
made at once pleasing to ourselves and consonant with the highest demands 
of the Jewish faith. I feel that it would be of interest to the 
congregation to hear another series of pulpit discourses upon similar 
themes, buat treated from «quite another standpoint. One of the 
signal characterists of Jewish literature is its large output of works dealing 
essentially with the subject of ethics. All ages of Jewish history count 
them. Some people, otherwise educated, wrongly think that whatever exists 
of Jewish moral teaching is to be found embraced within the compass of the 
Bible or the Talmud. No! To think so is to do an injustice to the vast scope 
and variegated nature of the products of the Jewish mind and pen. The 
stream of Jewish thought about man’s obligation to his Creator and to his 
surroundings has its source in the remotest age and has flowed on freely and 
uninterruptedly through the centuries; and is still Mowing to-day. Study 
whatever century of our history you wish, you will always be sure of 
alighting upon books written by our greatest and best for the guidance of 
Jewish conduct, the training, upbuilding and perfecting of Jewish character. 

It is to the contents of a book belonging to this category that our 
attengion will be directed this morning and on several future Mabbaths. It 
is entitled OW" N7D%, “ The path of the upright,” a work written in a charm- 
ingly lucid style by one of the great masters of Hebrew, poetry and prose— 
Moses Chayim Luzzato. Let us first hear something about the author and 
the conditions under which he lived. Luzzato was born in Padua in 1707. 
In earliest youth he showed that he possessed the delicately-strung soul of 
the poet. The Hebrew language is often spoken of by even cultured folk to- 
day as being a dead tongue. This has been shown by many proofs to be 
erroneous. its falsity is brought home with redoubled force by the case of 
the author we are considering. Under the spell of his genius Hebrew 
proved itself once for all to possess none of the attribates of death, but 
rather the pliancy, the adaptibility, the fertility of life. In his 17th year he 
composed in pure Hebrew a drama on the Biblical theme of Samson and 
the Philistines. Later on he produced «a second Hebrew drama in four acts 
entitled, 10 773%,“ The Strong Tower,” in which he personifies virtue and 
vice, love and selfishness, and shews the part they respectively and 
collectively play in the various spheres and phases of people's lives. Its aim 
is to illustrate the inevitable victory of justice over iniquity. He was not 
only thoroughly versed in a knowledge of Lible and Talmud, bat was also a 
deep scholar of Latin and Italian. As he grew older his studies took one 
particular direction—-towards the fascinations of the Kabbalah. The 
mysticism of the Kabbalah found numberless students and admirers in those 
days not only among Jews, but among Christians also. Its devotees were 
for the most part visionaries, people who imagined and believed that they 
had a closer, deeper and more real knowledge of the mysteries 
of the Godhead than others. They were the subjects of waking dreams in which 
they beheld extravagant revelations of things divine and of many other things 
shut out from the ken of ordinary mortality. ‘The historic feuds between 
the Cabbalists and the Talmudists rested upon the accusation of the former 
by the latter of giving too much rein to their purely physical imaginative 
powers, and as a consequence not paying due regard to the ordinarily 
recognised laws and customs of Judaism. And it is most interesting to read 
how in time past some of the most eminent ecclesiastics, men of real genius 
who live for ever in their writings, used up every scrap of whatever 
authority they wielded, for inflicting the most painful penalties upon the 
Cabbalists, who in their turn retaliated with equal severity. It was to the 
study of this secret science that Luzzato brought the best energies of his fruit- 
ful mind. He became a hard-and-fast visionary, a confirmed mystic. He believed 
that he was vouchsafed an insight into worlds other than the one we tread, 
and that he was the constant object of the revelation of secrets. His genius 
gave him the ready pen, and he enshrined his thoughts in several books. No 
sooner were these published, than be became branded as an outright 
Cabbalist, arousing the indignation of the Rabbis of such great Jewish 
centres as Padua, Leghorn, Venice and Altona. He was ex-communicated, 
inquisitors were sent to his house to search for his writings, which on 
being found, were publicly burned. He was banished from Padua, obliged 
to leave his» wife and child, and go forth as a wanderer.. He settled at 
Amsterdam, where he was favourably countenanced by the Jewish commu- 
nity, and gained a lowly livelihood as a diamond-cutter, Spinoza-like. He 
continued his Cabbalistic studies, but his old fondness for the Hebrew 
and Talmudic studies of his youth now came over him, and be com- 


posed numerous works, the chief of which are the ethical work, 
“The Path of the Upright” (the book we are to dwell upon), 
and a great allegorical drama in pure Hebrew, entitled Ov"? 
mM2nn, written, as he modestly said, in honour of the marriage 


of one of his pupils. This drama is his masterpiece, and constitutes 
his chief claim to immortality. After these events he was over- 
come with a longing to visit Palestine. He set out, and after hardships 
arrived at Safed. but this was to prove the last act of his chequered life. 


After a short residence there he and his wife and son were seized with the 


plague. All three died, and the body of Luzzato was buried at Tiberias, 
beside the grave of Rabbi Akiba. A fitting union indeed! And while link- 
ing his name with that of Akiba, how can we refrain from connecting him 
with yet another of Israel's choicest spirits—Jehuda Halevi. For did he not 
also amidst unspeakable hardship make for Palestine in quest of the realised 
vision of Zion—the Zion of all his poetic dreams? And did he not too, like 
our author, find his last resting-place in the consecrated soil of 
the Promised Land? The “Path of the Upright,” 
is an ethical treatise consisting of twenty-six chapters written in a 
clear and concise Hebrew style. The foundation of the book, the ground on 
which this beautiful edifice of thought is reared is a very famous and quaint 
Talmudic passage, which runs as follows: ANN WR’ {3 
PVA. 392, . R. Phinehas, son of Jair, said the study of the Torah leads to 
self-prevention from sin Mt ANID self-prevention from sin 
leads to energy in religious performance Nw, energy in 
religious performance leads to purity, ANID purity leads to 
a stricter sanctity. This stricter sanctity leads to a higher purification of 
body and soul, which again leads to holiness. Holiness leads to meekness, 
which in its turn leads to the fear of sin, which leads on to piety, and finally 
to the attainment of the holy spirit.” This remarkable utterance forms 
the staple of our author's religious philosophy. And we can readily under- 
stands how if one ponders over a passage like this he can find a deal of 
food for meditation and self-question. We who think are always asking our- 


selves what can be meant by such terms as purity, piety, meekness, Holy 


Spirit, \c. We meet these words at every turn, in our newspapers, on our 
platforms, and in common parlance. We know that men of all faiths and of 
no faith use them, the religionist as well as the atheist, the positivist as well 
as the agnostic. It must surely be of no little moment to us to know what 
complexion our particular faith Judaisin ‘puts upon them, and what it 
expects of us when it speaks to us in their language. Some years ago a 
controversy passed through the pages of the London Times on the origin 
of the familiar proverb, “Cleanliness is next to (;odliness. Many 
of the leaders of learning gave their views, some of them even 
endeavouring to trace its source to Indian literature. The dispute was 
set at ‘rest when Lord Beaconsfield suggested that the famous English 
adage was merely an adaptation into English of the old Talmudic 
assertion which forms one link in the chain of our 
* Cleanliness leads to holiness,” i.v., parity of mind and of body elevates man 
to the highest pitch of perfection, a condition expressed by the Hebraic 
sense of the word holiness, which, in the Bible, is the great attribute of God 
Himself. Well, it is with the elucidation of all these difficult but interest- 
ing points that the book deals. And as we give ourthought to it we cannot 
help feeling how sublimely we can hew out the pattern of our little lives 
if we only aim at realising the obligations which our faith imposes upon us 
and prescribes for us in such language. Many people, says our author 
in his preface, do not trouble themselves to give serious attention to 


works on ethics, because they think that the facts they teach are 
too self-evident to warrant the expenditure of any time or 
thought upon them, Every man follows his own particular 
bent, says he. Thus, one is fond of studying natural phenomena 


diving down into the bowels of nature and wresting her secrets. Others 
again devote their faculties to mathematics or metaphysics. One has an 
exclusive taste for commerce, another makes his hobby the cultivation of 
Jewish literature. Among the latter class, some there are to revel in the 
difficult argumentation of the Halacha, others who choose the easier paths of 
the Midrash with its poetry and its parable, and others again who specialise 
in the department of 0°)", the great body of law and custom as it affects 
Jewish ritual and ceremonial. But how few there are, complains he, who 
realise the burning importance of possessing a knowledge of the laws attached 
to the correct serving of Giod, in what ways the love and fear of God, 
piety, purity, sanctity, honour and the long string of virtues which are the 
main factors in righteous living, are to be acquired, cultivated and 
brought to perfection. It is true that the germs of all these 
good qualities are innate with us. Bat this does not exempt 
us from the duty of cultivating them, trimming and training and tending 
them, giving them water and sunshine in order that they may burst forth 
into ripe and useful and lasting blossom. If we neglect them, then what 
would have been a smiling garden becomes a wilderness, a rubbish heap 
overgrown with weeds and tares, and man becomes reduced from his high 
dignity and lowered to the level of the beasts that perish. To be 
Jewish men we must have a diligently-acquired knowledge of the obligations 
of Jewish manhood ; and the way towards this lies in the direction of study, 
reflection and meditation. These are our true guides on the highway, these 
are our trustworthy pilots on the stormy waters of life, these are our 
sentinels warning us of the dangers and temptations which envelope 
us on all sides. The wisest of men declared, “if thou seekest her 
as silver and searchest for her as for hidden treasure; then shalt 
thou understand the fear of the Lord and find the knowledge of God” 
(Proverbs ii., 4, 5). Note, he does not say “Then shalt thou understand 
natural science, or philosophy, or medicine, etc.’ No! Something far simpler 
than these and yet far rarer of attainment——the fear of God. It is for this 
we must seek and search with brain and with heart, even as the explorer 
seeks with arm and sinew for gold and treasures. It is the science of 
Jewish ethics that we must make our own. For there surely breathes no 
man with soul so dead as to rest content with the mere unchanging 
prosaic routine of the ordinary physical existence, the round of business or 
social duties and pleasures done in. a perfunctory way, a mere vegetating- 
Within all of us a higher chord must some time or another be struck, and we, 
for the nonce, shake ourselves free from the shackles of the conventional 
world, and are led out to see and feel the beauties in the life of service to 
God and the highest. It is as servants in this higher service and as 
witnesses of this higher thought that we are called as Jews. May we 
never forget how valuable an asset we each of us are before the eyes of 
Heaven. As the teachers of conduct to the larger world outside us, it 
behoves us first to put our own conduct inorder. And so shall we look to 
the fulfilment of the great words of Samuel, concluding our Haphtorah : 
“ For the Lord will not forsake His people for His great name's sake, because 
it hat’: pleased the Lord to make you His people.”

The Rev. Dr. Salis Daiches, as delegate of 
that Association, gave his report of the Seventh Zionist Congress. Mr. H. Halpern 
presided. Dr. Daiches explained the importance of the decisions arrived at by the 
Congress, and expressed his great satisfaction at the fact that the Basle-programme 
had now been so clearly explained and firmly established that it was no longer 
possible for any one who joined the Zionist ranks to do so for any other reason but 
the true and sincere desire to see Israel's nation again flourishing in the land of its 
fathers Dr. Daiches expressed his good wishes for the new movement started by Mr. 
Zangwill, and said that. he would be very giad if some good work could be done by 
the Territorialists for poor and destitute Jews all over the world, but he warned the 
meeting against any attempt to identify the grand old historic ideal of Zionism with 
the movement now created by the minority of the Congress. He for himself was 
convinced that it was impossible to transplant a nation from one country to the other, 
and to expect it to live and thrive there, unless there were some old historic roots in 
the soil of that land that would supply it with strencth and vigour of life. How could 
anyone think that Israel could form an independent nation in any country but 
Palestine’ Was there an instance in the whole history of the world where a nation 
that was once severed by force from its own country had re-established itself as an 
independent people in any land except in its own ancient home’ And could Israel 
ever be severed from Zion’ Could those who claimed to be the friends and helpers 
of the Jewish people hope ever to succeed in severing the ties that connected their 
nation with the Holy Land, where it once attained its historic greatness and import- 
ance’ Never! Zionism, Dr. Daiches said, was not intended to help the poor and 
destitute only. The better off the Jew was, the greater was the risk of his being lost 
to his people, and the more was he in need of such help as Zionism intended to afford 
him. Dr. Daiches addressed a warm appeal to the meeting not to be discouraged by 
the unfavourable reports and observations of certain newspapers on the proceedings 
of the Congress and on the progress of their movement, and to continue to work 
energetically and whole-heartedly for the spread and the success of the Zionist idea 
as defined and re-established in Basle. The following resolution, moved by [r. 
Daiches, seconded by the Rev. H. Bendas, and supported by Mr. H. Halpern, was 
carried nem con.: “That this mass meeting, convened by the Hull Yesod Zion 
Association, hears with great satisfaction of the decisions arrived at by the Seventh 
Congress, and, while vowing allegiance to the Basle programme, promises faithfully 
to work for the success of the Zionist cause.”

LIVER? OO: Liverpool Zionism, there has passed away, at the early age of twenty. 

‘ Solomon I. Schnittlinger, a noble son in Israel. At the age of thirteen, Schnittlinger 
had already shown that he was made of something more than ordinary metal. He 

was a scholar in the Hebrew 
Schools, and when about to 
enter the cabinet-making trade 
in which his father is engaged. 
was persuaded by the Head 
Master, Mr. (now the Rev.) M. 
Rosenberg, to enter for the 
examinations of the Board of 
Education to compete for a City 
Council Scholarship. Without 
any preparation, he was success- 
ful in obtaining a General 
Scholarship tenable for three 
years at a Secondary School, 
With an annual grant of £12. 
This was the first time in the 
history of the school that a 
Scholarship had been won by 
one of its pupils, and the event 
was celebrated by a_ half-holi- 
day. Heentered the Liverpool 
Institute, and whilst there was, 
at the age of fifteen, editor of 
the Institute magazine, and 
carried off some important 
prizes. He won a scholar- 
ship entitling him to. three 
years’ University training, with 
an annual grant of £30. He 
entered the Victoria University, 
obtaining a first-class certificate 
in the examinations of the Engineering Faculty for the degree of Bachelor of 
Engineering, taking the three years’ course in two years. He became Hon. Secretary 
of the Engineering Society of which Professor Hele-Shaw is President, and was very 
popular among his fellow-students. Just as his last term at the University was coming 
to a close, and he was preparing for the Honours Examination, he was stricken down 
by a severe attack of sciatica. He had already overcome a second attack, and had 
hopes that \the University would allow him the examination, notwithstanding his 
absence from lectures on account of his illness. A visit to the College elicited a reply 
contrary to his expectations, and this was the beginning of the end, That very 
evening he was seized with a stroke of paralysis, which rendered him uncon- 
scious for several days. When he recovered it was found that his speech 
had failed him. He lay in this condition for nearly two weeks, and was 
then removed to the Royal Infirmary. There he lingered on for nearly ten weeks,

and at last attacked by another stroke he died on Wednesday. Solomon Schnittlinger 
was something more than a clever student, and it was as a soldier in the Zionist camp 
that a friendship sprang up between him and the writer, one only strengthened by 
death's intervention. For a number of years he was the indefatigable Hon. Secretary 
of the Shivas Zion (Young Men's Zionist Association), and his illness has only demon- 
strated how indispensable he was to the success of the society. Mainly through his 
untiring zeal and earnest devotion it has now become one of the most important 
bodies in the movement Hle represented the society at the Provincial Zionist Con 
ference held at Manchester a few vears ago. and was also one of the Liverpool 
delegates to the last annual meeting of the English Zionist Federation held at Leeds. 
To all these accomplishments add all that modesty, sincerity and kind-heartedness 
will do to embellish the life of a mortal, and one is afforded some insight into the 
character of him who has just passed away. The funegg! took place on Thursday 
week, and was well attended considering the short notice.

Institute ‘There 
he easily went his way onward, attaining the position of top boy Besides receiving 
the best prizes he passed with first class honours the Oxford Local Junior, and the 
‘)xford Local Senior On the completion of his three years’ course he gained another 
scholarship to the High School. While here he took successfully several science 
examinations in the advanced courses under the Board of Education, South 
Kensington, gaining a King’s prize for mathematics II. in 1901, and subsequently 
was awarded Lord Derby's prize for mathematics, stage Ill. Besides his 
studies in science he was an inveterate reader, and no Fnglish classic had 
escaped his perusal. Philosophical literature he revelled in, and with the works of 
Spencer he was particularly conversant. In addition to being a good French 
scholar, he had a command of the German language. Having been encouraged by 
winning Hebrew prizes at school he never neglected Hebrew. devoting considerable 
time to the study of the Talmud, and had recently acquired a ready conversational 
knowledge of the language He was acontributor to the Sphinx. He had penned 
many interesting essays, which his modesty would not permit him to have printed. 
As aswimmer he was not only the hero of the Hebrew school, but the winner of the 
championship medals at the Institute and High School. He went to Manchester some 
months ago as one of the representatives of the Liverpool University team, contesting 
against (wens College.
